Big Station 
For Mexico 


Norman Baker, showman, 
erects 150,000-watt radio 
plant at Nuevo Laredo 


LAREDO, Tex., July 11—The Mexican 
government has granted a permit to Nor- 
of Muscatine, Ia., veteran 
showman and head of the Tangley Cal- 
liope Company, to erect the world’s most 
powerful radio station at Nuevo Laredo, 
Mex., just across the border from this 
city. Baker’s new station, now under 
construction, will be powered with 150,- 
000 watts and will operate on 1,115 kilo- 
cycles. 

The transmitter building will be lo- 
cated eight miles out of this city, on the 
main highway between Laredo and 
Monterey, Mex. The transmitter has 
been under construction at the Tangley 
laboratories in Muscatine since last 
January. Remote control studios will be 
erected in Nuevo Laredo and also in this 
city, and it is possible that Mr. Baker 
will arrange for remote control lines to 
his old KTNT Studio in Muscatine, Ia. 
Latter station was closed by the Federal 
Radio Commission a year ago. 

Mr. Baker is now located in Nuevo 
Laredo and will remain there until the 
new station opens around October 1. The 
new radio works will begin operation 
with 50,000 watts, the other 100,000 watts 
to be in operation by next January 1. 
Mr. Baker’s friends will remember him 
by his professional name, Charles E. 
Welch, and as former manager of Mme. 
Pearl Tangley, the “Egyptian Mentalist.” 

Three years ago Mr. Baker found what 
he reported to be a cure for cancer and 
opened the Baker Hospital at Muscatine. 
Medica] authorities and Mr. Baker have 
fought bitterly since that time. All ef- 
forts of the medical societies to close his 
hospital have failed. Charges of quackery 
were hurled at Mr. Baker, but in all 
court actions no such charge was 
brought in, the medics resting on the 
charge of practicing without a license.

$1,000,000 World’s 
Fair Bill Is Signed 


CHICAGO, July 11.—The $1,000,000 
appropriation bill providing funds for 
a federal government building at the 
19338 Chicago World’s Fair was signed 
by President Hoover last Thursday. This 
is expected to accelerate work on the fair, 
as some of the States and foreign govern- 
ments have been waiting to see just what 
the U. S. government was going to do 
in the way of. participation in the fair. 

A commission to arrange details of the 
federal exhibit soon will be appointed 
and it is expected the work of selecting 
a site and starting actual work on the 
building will be speeded up.

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Doubling Up of RKO Agents 


To Be Done by Association 


Beck orders clearing up of situation, with carrying out 
to be arranged by agents themselves—22 will have to 
make partnership arrangements—associates are hit 


NEW YORK, July 11.—In line with or- 
ders from Martin Beck, RKO’s agents’ as- 
sociation has begun to take steps to cut 
down the amount of representatives on 
the floor within themselves without 
directly letting anybody out. As the 
managing director of the circuit’s vaude- 
ville put it, there will have to be plenty 
of doubling up, with the one-man-on- 
the-floor rule sticking to insure the com- 
plete dissipation of congestion. The board 
of governors of the association met Fri- 
day afternoon for the purpose of draw- 
ing up the plans for the franchises to 
be cut in half by the doubling-up process. 
According to the association’s figures, 
there are 47 franchise holders and 45 
associates now trading on the RKO book- 
ing floor, which makes a total of 46 reps 
on the floor at any time. An unofficial 
count, however, puts the number of 
franchises at 52 and associates at 50. 


While neither Beck nor the association 
wants to throw agents out, the “double- 
up” ruling will undoubtedly cause the 
letout of a large number of associates by 
the agents themselves. With the fran- 
chise holders going into enforced partner. 
ships, the need for associates on the part

of many will be over, considering the cir- 
cuit’s depleted state of playing time. 

Why Beck should concern himself so 
much now with the number of agents on 
the floor is a mystery to many. The 
“double-up” edict will certainly not be 
carrying out his original purpose of 
throwing out the malcontents, who did 
everything possible to disrupt the pres- 
ent booking floor administration while 
Beck was in Europe. 

The doubling up of the agents will be 
left to the agents themselves, with Beck 
probably setting a three or four-week 
time limit when he meets with the asso- 
ciation’s governors today. The lat- 
ter body will approach him then with a 
plan to limit the franchises to 25, mean- 
ing that 22 agents will have to arrange 
partnerships with other franchise holders. 

Time will be needed by a good many 
of the agents for the doubling-up process 
to get out of their present office leases 
and also arrange their business matters. 
The face of the agency situation will be 
completely changed by the plan, which 
will make the elimination of a lot of 
“deadwood” among the reps a com- 
paratively painless operation compared to

IA Nays Hope 
Of NoWalkout 


Denies circuits’ assumption 
that locals will be left to 
independent negotiations

NEW YORK, July 11—While denying 
that the IATSE has in any way changed 
its attitude in regard to a wholesale re- 
prisal against the circuits in the event 
the latter are unable to come to terms 
with the locals, circuit representatives 
are going ahead on the assumption that 
should such loca] troubles come to an 
impassable deadlock they would not be 
subjected to a national call from the 
IATSE for its members to walk out. 

Louis Krouse, acting assistant vice- 
president of the IATSE, insisted that in 
case the major circuits failed to come 
to terms after due arbitration, which 
he admitted would be much more leni- 
ent than in past years, the IATSE and 
its affiliated associations would proceed 
in the same manner as in the past, 
thereby tacitly declaring that a general 
walkout would be the order. 

The case which brought on the ques- 
tion of the IATSE’s stand on the policy 
was caused by the deadlock on terms 
between RKO and Paramount-Publix 
circuits and the local in San Antonio, 
Tex. The deadlock has been in effect 
the last three months, with both circuits 
using non-union men in their houses 
and unable to reach any agreement with 
the local. An exception, however, was 
made during the past week, when a 
union crew was engaged to handle the 
RKO Opportunity Contest. 

The IATSE’s pacific stand and its de- 
sire to continue the arbitration despite 
the bitter deadlock is understood to have 
inspired the circuits’ belief that a com- 
plete sympathy walkout is unlikely in 
view of present financial conditions of 
many of the locals. 

Furthermore, the general tone of the 
recent annual IA convention, which in- 
dicated that its members were anxious 
to work at any price, is taken by the 
circuits to mean that all the locals are 
more or less on their own in case of a 
dispute.

filed an order in the Supreme Court requiring officers 


of the union to show cause why Kaplan should not be restrained from conducting 
the union’s business. And also why the officers should not be restrained from 
using the union's funds for advertising and personal counsel fees. This action is 


another of the many bitter disputes between 


and is the most serious since Kaplan and 
his henchmen were indicted several 
months ago on the charge of assault. It 
follows close upon the heels of a re- 
ceivership action brought in February. 


One of the subjects of the complaint 
in this new suit brought by Samuel W. 
Simon is an affidavit that Kaplan and 
his fellow officers retained Max D. Steuer 
at a fee of $25,000 and had directed the 
union to pay $5,000 of the retainer. 
Simon contends that this is illegal, since 
the union was not under indictment, but 
only its officers as individuals, and asked 
that this payment be enjoined. The two 
other complainants are Ernest Giesemann 
and Charles McDermott, and the three 
ask that the officers also restore them to 
the work list of the union. 


A devestating declaration against Kap- 
lan was incorporated in the charges to 
the effect that “Sam Kaplan is known as 
the boss of the organization and his con- 
duct is that of despot who is cruel, 
merciless and without principles. He rules 
the defendant organization with an iron 
hand for his own benefit. A system of 

, espionage exists within the organization.” 
The affidavit further charges that. Kap- 
lan’s conduct of his office constitutes a 
“racket” and that thru his “henchmen” 
he has caused his salary to be raised from 
$2,500 a year to $21,800, exclusive of gifts 
in cash. 

Kaplan’s control of the union, con- 
tinues the charges, is maintained thru 
the Sam Kaplan Protective Society, the 
500 members of which receive preferential 
treatment in return for carrying out the 
will of the president. The complainants 
further charged that physical violence 
Was used against members and that they 
were “starved out” by heavy fines and 
long suspensions if they defied the presi- 
dent's rules. 


The recent series of advertisements in 
the dailies, in which charges of racketeer. 
ing were denied, have been paid for il- 
legally by the union, the affidavit de- 
clared. The proposal, it is said, was made 
by Kaplan and carried thru by his 
cohorts. 


Kaplan’s methods came up for severe 
condemnation at the recent annual con- 
vention of the IATSE. In a move said 
to have been directed against Local 306 
directly, the IATSE abolished the “per- 
mit system” practiced by the local, which 
was said to be a bane of contention also 
in several other locals.

Pure Los Angeles 
Gets Still Purer 


LOS ANGELES, July 9.—Puritanical 
Los Angeles is about to make a censor 
out of every cop walking a beat in the 
downtown district. 


Numerous complaints from women’s 
organizations have been coming into the 
mayor’s office objecting to the vulgar 
and indecent stand-up shows now thriv- 
ing on main street. Several weeks ago a 
committee of club women appeared be- 
fore the city council, recounting visits 
they had made to several of these shows 
and declared they had been “horrified 
and petrified” at what they had beheld. 
Mayor John C. Porter shortly thereafter 
transmitted a proposed ordinance grant- 
ing the police commission power to re- 
voke the license of any theater where an 
indecent show is given. The matter was 
referred to the Public Welfare Committee 
and is scheduled to come before the city 
council within the next few days. 


Meanwhile there is a suit for $226,000 
pending in the Superior Court against 
Captain Mac Jones, police head, brought 
by members of the cast of Lysistrata. 
Charge is false imprisonmen{ and ma- 
licious persecution. 

Jones raided the play at the Carthay 
Circle after an injunction had been ob- 
tained restraining such an action. Jones 
thereupon was sentenced to six months 
in the county jail which was never 
served. 

Principals in the Lysistrata piece were 
Nance O’Neil and Clarence Nordstrum. 


Hipp To Go Under Hammer 


NEW YORK, July 9.—Foreclosure ac- 
tion against the Hippodrome Theater was 
filed yesterday by the City Bank-Farmers 
Trust Company to secure payment of 
two mortgages, one for $2,000,000 and 
the other for $500,000. Both were issued 
in December, 1925, and fell due June, 
1930, but were extended until June, 
1935. 

The bank declared that interest total- 
ing $68,750 due June 2 had not been 
paid. The defendants are the Hippo- 
drome, Inc., and the Beam Realty Com- 
pany. 

The house is one of the world’s largest 
theaters and seats 6,100 persons. It was 
closed recently for the summer by RKO, 
who operated the house on a week-to- 
week basis. 


Paris State Theater Closes 


PARIS, July 4.—The Government-sub- 
sidized comic opera theater, the Opera 
Comique, closed Friday and will remain 
dark for at least three months. Officially 
the closing is to permit necessary repairs 
to stage and auditorium, but rumor has 
it that it ‘s really due to unsatisfactory 
financial conditions and that the date of 
reopening depends on what the Govern- 
ment will offer in the way of additional 
financial assistance. At least 700 em- 
ployees—singers, musicians and stage- 
hands—will be thrown out of work thru 
the closing. 


Belgium Host to Beauties 


BRUSSELS, July 4.—Plans have been 
completed for the series of celebrations 
to be held during the beauty contest at 
Ostend, which will select the “Miss Uni- 
verse” for 1932. American participants 
are slated to reach Ostend July 18 and 
will take part in the festivities, which 
will continue until August 1. 


Too Hot for Paris 


PARIS, July 4. — Montmartre 
crowds enjoyed a spectacular pyro- 
technical display last Tuesday night 
when a short circuit set fire to a 
huge electrical sign atop a row of 
buildings in the Place Clichy, ad- 
vertising the film of Maurice Chev- 
alier and Jeanette MacDonald, “An 
Hour With You,” at the Moulin 
Rouge. 

Firemen worked nearly two hours 
before snuffing the flames, and un- 
doubtedly more people read and 
commented on the sign in those 
brief hours than during all the other 


nights it has been flickering. 


P-P Tactics Hit 
By A. C. Blumenthal 


NEW YORK, July 9.—A. C. Blumenthal 
has entered suit against the Paramount- 
Publix Corporation charging that assets 
back of a 54% per cent bond issue were 
transferred to banks as security for loans. 
The suit, asks restoration of the assets 
which it is said were formerly applicable 
to the bonds. The suit charges that to 
obtain an extension of $10,500,000 unse- 
cured bank loans last March the Para- 
mount Company turned over as security 
to the bank negatives of its current film 
productions, thereby removing them as 
assets of the 544 per cent bonds. This 
was done thru the formation of a new 
company, the Film Production Corpora- 
tion. 

The suit declares that this transfer 
constituted a pledging of the quick as- 
sets of the company without equally se- 
curing the bonds. Paramount's answer 
to these charges declares that there was 
merely a short-term refinancing to the 
extent of $13,875,000, replacing an in- 
debtedness of $10,000,000, and that this 
improved the position of the stock and 
bond holders. 


Mareus May Take Over 
Fort Wayne Houses  , 


FORT WAYNE, Ind., July 9—Altho re- 
ports that M. Marcus, former general 
manager of the Emboyd, Palace, Jeffer- 
son and Strand theaters under the 
Quimby ownership, is negotiating to take 
over these houses, no transaction has as 
yet taken place. All these theaters are 
now under lease to the Radio-Keith- 
Orpheum Corporation. RKO purchased 
the eases from W C. Quimby, who was 
sole owner of the Quimby Theatrical 
Enterprises, January 1, 1930. Later the 
Paramount, at first operated by the 
Paramount - Publix Corporation, was 
added to the Fort Wayne RKO chain. 


Jack Gross, who was recently made 
Manager of RKO interests here, stated 
that he had no knowledge of negotia- 
tions by his company by which it would 
cease operating the Fort Wayne houses. 

The New York office of RKO gave out 
the following statement: “We are nego- 
tiating with Mr. Marcus. We cannot 
make any further statement at this 
time.” Marcus denied that he was con- 
templating a deal for the Fort Wayne 
RKO houses. 


Theater Business Hurt 
By Twilight Ball Games 


WABASH, Ind., July 9.—Nightly free 
baseball games at the Wabash City Park 
have drawn so many from the theaters 
that Dickson Brothers, owners of the 
Eagle and Colonial theaters here, an- 
nounce that for the months of July and 
August their houses will operate only 
three days a week, Saturdays, Sundays 
and Mondays. 


Afternoon and evening shows will be 
given on those days. This is the first 
time since the Dicksons started in the 
show business here in 1909 that they 
have closed their theaters. 


Hipp Reopens With Films 


NEW YORK, July 11.—The Hippo- 
drome will be reopened by RKO August 
13 on a split-week all-picture policy. 
Resumption of vaude in fall is unlikely.

N. O. Houses 
Protest Tax 


Owners declare “emer- 
gency tax” of 10% means 
unfair tactics to theaters 


NEW ORLEANS, July 9.—The Fortier 
Bill, authorizing the commission council 
of New Orleans to levy a 10 per cent 
amusement tax for welfare purposes, was 
passed by the Senate. The House had 
previously passed the bill almost unani- 
mously. . 

The bill provides that the tax shall be 
levied upon the passage of a city ordi- 
nance declaring the existence of “an 
emergency” and for a period of one year 
only, without the passage of another 
ordinance. 

The bill applies only to New Orleans 
and was passed over the protests of 
theater owners and managers in this city 
who were notified of its introduction in 
the House. This is in addition to the 
Federal tax, which is now in effect. Nct 
so long ago a bond issue was voted for 
$750,000 to aid the unemployed thru 
the Welfare Committee and was disposed 
of to local bankers for, it is said, ap- 
proximately $550,000. 

It is claimed that the Welfare Com- 
mittee is not using all of the proceeds 
of the $750,000 bond issue for charity, 
but has an office expense of approxi- 
mately $5,000 monthly, representing 
funds paid to persons not in distress or 
want, but who are independent and do 
not actually need this money. 

A little more than a year ago al] the- 
aters in the city, both loop and sub- 
urban, joined in a one-day charity pro- 
gram, the entire proceeds to be turned 
over to the Welfare Committee, which 
was done. 

To date no official report hag been 
made, as far as can be ascerfained, of 
the money obtained. 

It is said, and the figures have been 
published in the daily newspapers, and 
not denied by the city administration, 
that there exists within corporate limits 
of New Orleans 1,400 bookmakers, the 
largest gambling houses in the South, 
just outside the city limits, and scores 
operating openly within a stone throw of 
the city hall, headquarters of the Racing 
Telegraph Company, which handles ex- 
clusively entries and results, lotteries, 
the most elaborate speakeasies south of 
the Mason and Dixon Line and all that 
goes to make an open town. 

These have not been taxed, tho it is 
generally supposed they “pay off” to 
someone, otherwise it is impossible to 
determine’ how they exist when such 
practices are against the State taw. 

It is altogether possible that should 
the 10 per cent tax be put in operation 
that the theater owners will take the 
case to the Supreme Court on the 
ground that it is class legislation. 

Owing to the heavy taxes now already 
on the books, should the new 10 per 
cent levy be enforced, or attempted to 
be, many of the smaller theaters will be 
obliged to close entirely, while the larger 
houses will materially reduce their 
forces. 

Another matter which puzzles theater 
owners, amusement advertising is eager- 
ly sought after by the four daily news- 
papers, but when the matter was before 
the = Legislature these same publica- 
tions never batted an eye in the defense 
of the theaters.

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HILE we do not condemn on gen- 
eral principles the action taken by 
the NVA Pund resulting in the 
elimination from the payroll of Major J. 
O. Donovan, it is a source of regret to us 
that this able individual is no longer 
serving as arbiter of disputes between 
vaudeville actors and managers. There 
are thousands of performers and man- 
agers who walked out of the old VMPA 
office after hearings held on cases in 
which they were involved with respect for 
Major Donovan’s judicial acumen, his 
fair-mindedness and his determination, 
always carried out to the letter, not to 
be swayed by personal leanings and 
prejudices in making decisions. 

Whether the Joint Complaint Bureau 
is eventually put out of existence alto- 
gether is a matter of deep concern to 
both actors and managers. The vauce- 
ville field, which does not possess a repre- 
sentative actors’ organization like Equity, 
needs an agency that can be depended 
upon to deal fairly with contractual dis- 
putes that arise every day in the week; 
frequently in numbers too large for an 
office with limited personnel to handle 
efficiently. According to the version of 
the latest development given a reporter 
of The Billboard, arbitration cases for- 
merly received by Major Donovan will be 
handled henceforth by Henry Chester- 
field and William J. Lee. However, this 
seems to be a temporary arrangement 
and the general opinion is that it will 
not be long before what is erroneously 
referred to as the Joint Complaint Bu- 
reau will cease to function entirely. 

The NVA, which justifies the existence 
of a Joint Complaint Bureau in its pre- 
amble, should be in a position to do 
something about the perpetuation of this 
beneficial agency. If material support 
is needed in this work we are certain 
that the great number of persons bene- 
fited thru arbitration can be counted 
upon to round up others in a move to 
effect this purpose.

As to Major Donovan, so long as those 
now controlling the destinies of the NVA 
Fund are made aware of the man’s worth 
it should be possible to keep him in the 
saddle. It is within reason to advance 
the suggestion that a small tax be im- 
posed on money collected thru the bu- 
beau, this to be applied to the mainte-

Providence Bomb Outrage 


PROVIDENCE, July 9.—Howard C. 
Lewis, State trooper; his wife and 6-year- 
old son, and Walter J. Miller, of Fall 
River, Mass., were burned in the explo- 
sion of a phosphorus and sulphur bomb 
during the evening performance at the 
Hollywood Theater, East Providence, 
July 6. 

Lewis saw sparks and smoke rising from 
the floor several rows ahead of him and 
leaped to extinguish the flames. Too 
late, the explosion inflicted severe burns 
on his face, head and hands. The others 
were all burned on the legs by the flare 
which swept beneath the seats to adjoin- 
ing rows. After momentary excitement 
the performance continued. 

With police investigating the outrage, 
Samuel Bomes, proprietor of the theater, 
has posted a $500 reward for information 
leading to conviction of the persons 
guilty thereof. Representatives of the 
Brotherhood of Motion Picture Em- 
ployees have announced they would ap- 
peal to the attorney-general for a com- 
plete investigation. John G. Carroll, 
counsel for the Brotherhood, says he will 
present evidence to the attorney-general 
to show that bombing was intended as a 
protest against employment of Brother- 
hood operators in the theater. 

The Hollywood and also the Liberty in 
Providence, both under the Bomes man- 
agement, suffered from “stink-bomb” at- 
tacks several months ago. On June 22 
the Capitol Theater, Providence, one of 
the E. M. Loew houses, also was the 
scene of a sulphur bomb explosion, 
which singed one man in the audience. 

A law passed by the Rhode Island Gen- 
eral Assembly in January provides a 
penalty of 20 years in prison or a fine 
of $10,000, or both, for persons who 
willfully place in or about any theater 
or other building for public gatherings 
“any substance or thing that does or is 
liable to interrupt and disturb the peace 
and order of such place, or is liable to 
interrupt, disturb or throw into con- 
fusion or endanger the life and limb of 
persons therein assembled.” 


Brady Fights IA Local 


RED BANK, N. J., July 9.—The Mon- 
mouth Players, headed by William Brady 
Jr., are engaged in a battle with Local 
No. 536, of the IATSE. The local claims 
that it was not treated so forte by Brady 
and his colleagues, and Brady in turn 
declares that as far as he can see he not 
only treated them more than fairly, but 
in addition he ran a training school 
to teach them the art of working back- 
stage. 

As far as the local having treated the 
Players on the up and up goes in regard 
to lowering the wage scale more than 
half, this is a laugh to Brady and his 
associate managers, who are trying to 
figure out how a local can have a mini- 
mum wage scale when its members 
haven’t worked a legit show in about 20 
years. After being fed up with teaching 
stagehands their business, Brady fired 
them and sent to New York for some 
rea] stagehands. Whereat the local ob- 
jected.

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Board of NVA Fund Calls for 


Accounting of Expenditures 


Investigation to be completed in two or three weeks— 
Donovan, Sullivan not yet out—VMA still rumored in 
bad spot—action due on Saranac report 


NEW YORK, July 9—An investigation of expenditures of the NVA Fund 
will be completed within the next two or three weeks. At the meeting of the board 
of directors of the Fund on Thursday, a committee of three was delegated to check 
carefully the accounts of the Fund and make an unbiased report as soon as pos- 
sible. The committee consists of Moe Silver, Warner, and Major Leslie E. Thomp- 
son, RKO, vice-presidents of the Fund, and Sam Scribner, president of the VMA 
and director of the holding corporation of the NVA. Pending the committee's 


report, but not hinging entirely upon it, 
the letouts of Major J. O. Donovan and 
William J. Sullivan, member of the Joint 
Complaint Bureau and former assistant 
treasurer of the Fund respectively, have 
been deferred for a week. Donovan and 
Sullivan were to have gone today. 


While no official confirmation was 
forthcoming, it is reported that the major 
topic at the Fund meeting on Thursday 
was the high rental charged the NVA 
Fund for office space in the VMA head- 
quarters at 1600 Broadway, along with 
the salaries of unnecessary help alleged 
to have been on the payroll of the charity 
organziation. Following the previous 
meeting of the Fund's directorate, it was 


said that the holding corporation would 


move from 1600 Broadway to the club- 
house on West 46th street. The carry- 
ing out of this plan has apparently also 
been deferred pending the committee’s 
report. 

If, along with other economies, the 
Fund moves out of the VMA office and 
the salaries of Donovan, Sullivan and 
other employees are stricken from the 
payroll, it is estimated a saving of about 
$60,000 annually will be affected. 


Reports are still strong that the VMA 
will pass out of existence or be forced 
to move to much smaller quarters if los- 
ing the rent paid by the NVA. These 
became especially pronounced this week 
with the solicitation by the VMA for 
testimonials from influential outsiders as 
to the worth of the managers’ associa- 
tion and the Joint Complaint Bureau. 
The VMA has been in an exceedingly low 
state for the last three years with the 
rapid dwindling of vaudeville and pres- 
entation houses, the contributions of 
which are its only source of revenue. 


Efforts are being made from all sides 
for the Fund to retain the services of 
Major Donovan, who has been chief 
arbiter of actor-manager disputes for 
years as member of the Joint Complaint 
Bureau, which has also consisted of Pat 
Casey and Henry Chesterfield. Donovan’s 
work has saved many actors and man- 
agers costly attorney and court fees. 

At Thursday's meeting, The Billboard’s 
report on conditions at the Saranac 
Sanatorium was again discussed. The 
course of action by the Fund’s directors 
along the lines suggested by the report’s 
recommendations is to be determined 
at subsequent meetings, ancther of which 
will be held the middle of next week. 
Pat Casey, president of the Fund, is 
meanwhile drafting an official reply. 


Skouras Shifts Managers 


LOS ANGELES, July 11. — Charles 
Skouras put thru three personnel shifts. 
Tom Soriero goes to the Arizona division 
and is replaced as local district manager 
by Albert Stetson. Bruce Fowler re- 
placed Bob Smith as district manager 
of local houses, and Dick Dickson is the 
new district manager of the beach the- 
aters in the local division, replacing Lou 
Clark. 


Geraldine and Joe to Europe 


CHICAGO, July 9.—Geraldine and Joe, 
who were booked to open at the State- 
Lake Theater today, opened instead <c¢ 
the Oriental Friday because of another 
postponement of the State-Lake’s vauds 
stert. Geraldine and Joe expect io sail 
for Europe about August 1 for a Con- 
tinental tour. 


What’s’ the Use? 


LONDON, June 28.—The biggest 
vaude-film theater in Leeds, city of 
more than 350,000 inhabitants, shows 
pictures and stage presentations 
and has been in the red to the aver- 
age extent of $2,500 weekly for the 
last three months. Yet immediately 
opposite a rival company is building 
a similar house of about the same 


capacity. 


London House Continuous 


LONDON, June 29.—The Olympic, for- 
merly the RKO Theater, Leicester square, 
goes from pictures to continuous vaude- 
ville early in July.

RKO House Managers Go Lighi on 


Exercising Censorshi Pp Powers 


NEW YORK, July 9.—When Harold B. 
Franklin, prexy of Keith-Albee-Orpheum, 
switched the censorship of stage and 
screen into the hands of the individual 
theater manager a few months ago, he 
unconsciously sounded the death knell 
of serious censorship on the circuit. Cuts, 
in vaude especially, have been few and 
far between, and at times extinct, since 
the managers took over the blue-nose 
duties. 

Franklin, in making the change in cen. 
corship powers and eliminating the board 
of three censors on the RKO booking 
floor, stated that there was no room for 
dirt in RKO'’s theaters. Since then dirt 
must be conspicuous by its absence, for 
the number of vaude cuts sent in by 
managers has been at a distinct mini- 
mum in comparison to the blue gags and 
shady material previously found by those 
wielding the scissors in the booking of- 
fice. 


As the censorship system works now 
on vaude acts, the theater managers or- 
der the acts to cut and then send the 
Geleted material to the booking office, 
which in turn notifies the performers to 
keep the disputed material out in all 
theaters. 


Previously, the RKO _ booking floor 
board of censorship, consisting of Jim 
Aloz, Ray Hodgdon and Chester Stratton, 
found as many as 60 cuts to make within 
a week. Hardly 10 per cent of this comes 
in weekly now, with some managers de- 
laying one and two weeks before remit- 
ting the cuts to the booking department. 
A couple of weeks ago, but six cuts were 
received, all from two Coast houses. 


The shows reviewed by The Billboard 
in the past few weeks iu the RKO thea- 
ters, however, plainly show that if there 
were true censorship on the circuit there 
would be more cuts coming in. 


May Hold Off 
RKO’s Season

The circuit in- 
tends to hold out the inauguration of 
vaude until it swings the stagehands 
and musicians over to a satisfactory wage 
scale and minimum number of men. 

George A. Godfrey, head of the book- 
ing office under Martin Beck, was con- 
sulting with the operating department 
this week in an effort to learn when he 
could start the 37 weeks. He conferred 
with Herschel Stuart, who brought in 
Major L. E. Thompson, who handles the 
circuit’s dealings with labor unions. God- 
frey and Thompson went over each of 
the contemplated vaude spots to see 
what the labor situation is in each. 

Stuart intended to have the houses 
start Labor Day, but felt this would not 
be a wise move in view of protests to 
the unions. His idea is to hold the 
vaude off until about October 1, believ- 
ing that if the union men were kept 
out of work for a full seasonal month 
they would realize that the circuit meant 
business. If the circuit opened Labor 
Day as was planned, Stuart believes the 
union men would be less willing to co- 
operate because of the fact that they 
were already working. 


American Acts Do Well 


LONDON, June 28.—Three American 
turns are featured in the current Victoria 
Palace program and all make solid hits. 
Carson Robison, original “hill-billy” 
singer, with the Mitchel! Brothers, banjo 
players, and Pearl Pickens, comprise a 
novel act, which clicks solidly on its 
English vaudeville debut. They will re- 
main in England until October. Billy 
and Elsa Newell, American comedy tear, 
and very popular this side, and Dare and 
Yates, American acrobatic comedians, 
with a novel routine, click heavily in a 
fine bill, 

The Lime Trio, novel contortionistic 
turn; Finks and Ayres Trio, sensational 
whirlwind skaters, and Berinoff .and 
Charlot, adagio dancers, are three Ameri. 
can acts well known in London who are 
scoring an outstanding hit in the current 
London Pavilion program. 

The Palladium is in its final week of 
the very successful Crazy Month, and 
Holborn Empire is featuring a revue. 


Sioux City Sans Vaude 


SIOUX CITY, Ia., July 9.—Closing of 
the Orpheum Theater July 4 until Sep- 
tember 1 eliminates vaudeville entertain- 
ment here this summer and leaves only 
one first-run house, the Capitol, now 
open. Efforts are being made to reopen 
the Princess as a first-run house. W. C. 
O’Hare, who has been manager of the 
Orpheum, has gone to the Capitol as 
manager, succeeding Lionel Wasson, 
transferred to Omeha. 


Regent, Paterson, Loses Vaud 


NEW YORK, July 9—The Regent, 
Paterson, N. J., will drop vaude for the 
summer. It will go into a straight pic- 
ture policy after this week, remaining 
that way for about five weeks. Original- 
ly RKO vaude was supposed to go out 2 
week ago, but the move was later post- 
poned.

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Beck Insists

NEW YORK, July 9.—Martin Beck is 
informing the RKO agents here and in 
Chicago that they will have to effect 
intercity tieups in representing each 
other’s acts in the circuit's booking of- 
fices. A similar order was originally sent 
out by the agents’ association more than 
six weeks ago. Beck’s letter to the agents 
and Tom Carmody, head of the Chicage 
Office, is the result of complaints from 
the reps here and in the Midwest that 
acts are being booked in both spots 
without commissions going to the right- 
ful representative. Acts booked from 
here into Chicago have been grabbed by 
Chi agents for the time in that territory 
with no commissions remitted, and vice 
versa. 

Before the Midwest houses were orig- 
inally moved here for booking, every 
New York agent had a Chicago tieup, 
with the same going the other way 
around. When the houses were switched 
here most of the Chi agents followed 
and the amalgamations were broken. 
New ones will now have to be formed if 
the harmony Beck wants is to exist. 


Bessie Kappele Badly Burned 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., July 9.— Bessie 
Kappele, 23, of the Olsen and Johnson 
act, whose eyes and face were burn.d 
in a fireworks accident here Monday’ is 
a patient in Syracuse Memorial Hospital. 
Her cohdition shows improvement, but 
she is fighting the possible loss of the 
sight of her left eye and permanent 
facial scars which may endanger her 
future stage career. Her sister, Beta, is 
attending her. 

The accident occurred when Bessie 
lighted an aerial bomb. The fuse sput- 
tered and appeared to go out. As she 
leaned over it the bomb exploded in her 
face. The sisters are under contract to 
appear in a series of broadcasts, begin- 
ning July 15, but it is doubtful if the 
injured girl will be discharged by that 
time. 


Vaude Out at Syracuse

RKO and Unions Settle 


LOS ANGELES, July 11.—The RKO Or- 
pheum and the stagehands’ and oper- 
ators’ unions have agreed on revising 
current contracts. The operators take 
a cut of 12% per cent, while the stage- 
hands take a 10 per cent cut on salaries 
up to $50 and 15 per cent cut on sal- 
aries over $50. In addition, the clause 
canceling all agreements in case the 
house is sold or leased has been elimi- 
nated.

while Fisher still has about four weeks on 
his books. 

Sidney Rheingold has lost his vaude 
spots, except for the Joe Dealey road 
show up-State, which is running thru- 
out the summer. Abe Feinberg is not 
booking any spots now, but is working on 
a Southern tour for fall. Lawrence Golde 
has a week and one-half, Hanlon his 
usual one week and Linder a few small 
spots around town.

Another Gyp Racket 


NEW YORK, July 9.—Amateurs are be- 
ing taken over by a new racket which 
has sprung up in town. Several offices 
offer a service to performers in the na- 
ture of getting them leads on where to 
get work. For this service the office 
charges $1 registration fee, and when a 
month is up it asks for another dollar. 

One of these offices capitalized even 
further recently when it ran a recital. 
Performers were asked to sell $10. worth 
of tickets before they would be allowed 
to go on, and the incentive was the 
promise that a lot of theatrical big shots 
would be out front to see them. There 
were so many kids eligible to go on that 
there was not time for them all. Asa 
result, those who could not go on raised 
a big rumpus. 


Again Defer 
Roxy Payoff 


Cast and employees still 
holding bag while sale of 
certificates is attempted 


NEW YORK, July 9-—The cast and 
staff of the Roxy were to receive their 
salaries today, but failure of Harry G. 
Kosch, receiver, to dispose of $150,000 
in receivership certificates dissipated 
their chances of receiving their money 
for at least another week. With the 
exception of Ted Healy, who drew $1,000 
on account the opening day of the the- 
ater's last week, not one member of the 
show, stage and pit crew, and the de 
luxer’s general staff has been paid. 

Threat of a suit for $5,000 by Healy 
against the receivers of the Roxy contin- 
ues, and members of the show are charg- 
ing the house with violating the law by 
paying advertising bills before paying 
the cast and employees. According to 
law, labor comes first Healy's suit will 
be based on the allegation that the fail- 
ure of the Roxy to pay off the night of 
June 30 caused him to lose a club en- 
gagement in Minneapolis. 

Kosch received the okeh to sell the 
receivership certificates to a maximum 
amount of $150,000 by the U. S. District 
Court and Continental Bank & Trust 
Company this week. Kosch told the 
court that this amount will be necessary 
as working capital to reopen the house. 
The certificates must be sold to a bank 
and constitute a lien on the property 
prior to first-mortgage claims. 

Kosch flatly denied that the theater 
would fai] to reopen July 29, altho no- 
body has been appointed as yet to suc- 
ceed Charles Griswold as managing di- 
rector. Reisenfeld and the Roxyettes will 
be retained, according to Kosch, and 
Patricia Bowman and Florence Rogge, 
now in Europe, will also probably return 
to the de luxer. The position of Herbert 
Lubin, program supervisor, has not been 
definitely set by the bondholders’ com- 
mittee. 


Warner executives are considering the 
possibility of Warner taking over the 
operation of the Roxy as its first-run 
Broadway spot when its lease on the 
Winter Garden expires in the fall. The 
Roxy's receivers, however, have not been 
approached on such a deal. 


RKO Effects W.C. Changes 


LOS ANGELES, July 11—RKO has 
merged the Northwest Division with the 
Southwest Division, with Cliff Work su- 
pervising all Coast houses. Move is a 
furtherance of Harold B. Franklin's 
economy plan. Homer Gill, Northwest 
Division manager, with offices in ‘Seattle 
for the last two years, is out. Gill was 
formerly division manager of the Fox 
Midwesco theaters in Wisconsin before 
joining RKO on the Coast. 

Ben H. Serkowich, formerly in the New 
York office, has been placed in charge of 
all advertising and publicity for the Coast 
houses. Serkowich took charge of the 
local office last week. 

Mort Singer, former head of Keith- 
Albee-Orpheum, is now taking care of 
RKO's labor difficulties on the Coast. 


Owen Moore’s Indisposition 


NEW YORK. July 9.—Last-minute 
switch at the RKO Madison which re- 
placed Owen Moore, picture actor, by 
George Beatty was the result of another 
of Moore’s recurring indispositions, ac- 
cording to Williarn Mick, house man- 
ager. Mick was forced to rush Beatty 
in as a substitute when he discovered, 
half an hour before Moore was supposed 
to go on that the latter was totally in- 
capacitated and could not be revived. 

Weber & Simon, Moore's agents, de- 
clare that he will return to the Coast.

Palace, Chicago 
(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, July 9) 


Quite an array of talent on the bill 
this week, headed by Benny Meroff and 
his band and Nan Halperin. Meroff'’s 
return is a sort of homecoming, as for 
five years he was a popular m. c. and 
band leader here when band presenta- 
tions were in vogue. 

Don Ruiz and Bonita, assisted by a 
piano player and two girls, have a pleas- 
ing dancing act. Opening with a waltz 
to One More Waltz, with vocal by Don 
Ruiz. The two girls then do a rumba 
in perfect wiggle unison. Ruiz then 
vocalizes two Spanish songs. A _ vocal 
number by the pianist was followed by 
the feature dance in which Don Ruiz 
and the girls, as bullfighters, meet 
Bonita, as the bull. A whirlwind finale 
sent them off to heavy applause. 

Eddie Garr in deuce spot proved to 
be an excellent mimic. After a pretty 
old joke he gets going on his impressions 
of screen celebrities, giving uncanny im- 
personations of Jack Oakie, Stan Laurel 
doing a Bing Crosby, Joe Frisco, Rudy 
Vallee, El Brendel, Maurice Chevalier and 
Jimmy Durante. He is a clever per- 
former and almost tied up the show. Had 
to beg off. 

Belett and Lamb have a conglomera- 
tion of inane material, combined with 
plenty of horseplay and slapstick that 
gets them nowhere. The best that can 
be said of the act is the loose-jointed 
dancing of Gil Lamb and the fast cart- 
wheels of Marian Belett. 

Nan Halperin offered three character 
monologs, first of which was the fa- 
miliar Girl Who Forgot done in a South- 
ern Negro accent. Second number, The 
New Cook, was entirely too long. Her 
last. and best was Scarlet Sister Sadie, a 
high yaller Diamond Lil characterization, 
in which she went in for dramatic fire- 
works. Off to good hand and two bows. 

Benny Meroff and Band (15), with 
Florence Gast, Ann Roth, Walter Powell, 
“Red” Pepper and the Three Playboys 
closed. Opened with band playing The 
Jumping Jack Rag and then into some 
ball and Indian club juggling by Meroff. 
Florence Gast follows. with a neat tap 
accompanied by the vocal trio singing 
Who. Ann Roth, Lillian’s younger sister, 
on for a little comedy business with 
Benny, and then sings He’s So Sweet. A 
band medley follows, at which time Mer- 
off opens his bag of tricks and uses them 
all, playing almost every instrument 
in the outfit with a few added. A song, 
Tea for Two, by the glee club, and then 
some imitations on the trombone. Mer- 
off then gives brief impressions of Ted 
Lewis, Eddie Cantor and Al Jolson, in- 
termingled with dance steps. Rough- 
house tactics are used such as members 
of the band slapping each other. The 
squirting of water down the front of the 
man’s pants and the toilet seat bit 
should come out. Act ends with imita- 
tion of Duke Ellington’s Band amid 
blasts of brass that almost deafens one. 
Meroff has lost the “showoffness” thaf 
formerly characterized his appearances 
here, and is a much better performer for 
the change. Made a hit.

Two boys inaugurate 
the turn with a bit of fast and clever 
Indian club juggling and throwing, and 
then bring on the canine for a bit of 
comedy relief and more club slinging.

their accuracy for a finale, and bowed 
to a sound hand.

The Palace, New York 


(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, July 9) 


Straight vaude is being wrapped in camphor this week by a bill that is 
nearly all acrobatic. It’s a fitting curtain, the performers on the stage matching 
the nip-up of the profession’s last all-flesh stand. With feature pictures com- 
ing into the Palace next week as a combination with six acts, real big-time 
vaudeville will be completely encased in memories, and it is doubted whether a 
formula will be left on how to open the package. Everybody is looking towards 
Radio City now, but the “city” is still nothing but a flock of steel and concrete 
holes. So chief interest must center on the coming battle between Loew's State 
and RKO’s ace theater, with the State on the short end of the odds because 
of its large seating capacity. 

Altho advertising 10-act programs, the Palace, as usual, is chiseling the 
public one act by billing Mildred Tully, hoofing stooge with Richy Craig Jr., 
as the 10th. Probably figured that nobody in the audience takes the trouble 
to count. 

One of the few non-tumbling acts on the bill is the columnist freak head- 
liner, Louis Sobol. His nerves, however, do a complete somersault once he steps 
from behind the mike and desk. The Evening Journal’s Broadway gossiper is 
shouldered with the job of drawing them in here for the seven-day date, altho 
he has never been on a stage before. 

JAY SEILER AND FRANCES WILLS opened after an hour of shorts and 
newsreels before an audience of less than 500. The talented team of novelty and 
acrobatic dancers found it tough to get the sparse crowd awake to the fact that 
a show was on and encouragement was needed. Nice response was given Seiler’s 
dance on the curved skis and Miss Wills’ acro. routine. A male pianist assists 
them. 

FRED KEATING said “good morning” to the small crowd, but even then he 
did not realize how early it was and the strait-laced character of the auditors. 
He found out quickly enough when he tried to sell his gags with the Great 
Alexander (assistant) between his magic tricks. Keating does a good act and 
his talk is pleasingly funny, but not so early. A woman heckler bothered him 
from a side box during a card-switch trick. He closed with the standard needle- 
threading stunt. 

THE DIAMOND BOYS finally woke the house from its torpid state and rang 
up a show-stop after their boisterous knockabout session. Three brothers are 
on the stage, while the fourth and youngest works from the wings trying to kill 
his relatives with a heavy plank. They were at the Palace three weeks ago, but 
had to cancel when one of them became ill. They belong in any house with their 
murdercus and hilarious slugging. 

LEON JANNEY, with almost a complete change of material since his open. 
ing week in the East, follows the Diamonds and suffers. The drop in tempo was 
felt doubly because of this screen kid’s weak material. A nice appearing blond 
youngster, he attempts a state of sophistication in most of his stuff that is not 
at all becoming. His best bits are the caricature of Marlene Dietrich and the 
satirical special on an usher. Hoofs at the finish. 

ROSS WYSE JR. and mother and dad were okeh with their acro stuff, but 
skid plenty with their comedy. One of their typical gags is the father’s ques- 
tion: “What is sex?” Junior answers: “Sex is where they put potatoes.” They 
milked a show-stop following the billed performer’s head-dancing. 

THE INGENUES, with Mina Smith, violinist, and Thavnor Lacey, toe hoofer, 
billed out front, woke the audience for fair with their well-executed brass and 
drum finale, and also show-stopped. One of the girls then delivered a studiously 
rehearsed curtain speech. This is conceded to be one of the best girl bands in 
the business. Their all-sax, banjo, harmonica and accordion combinations are 
applause getters. Miss Smith’s violin solo would look 1C0 per cent better if she 
thawed out the frozen pan. Production and staging is good. 

RICHY CRAIG JR., just out of the short-lived Hey Nonny Nonny, said 
“good afternoon” to the folks as an indication to the audience of the lapse of 
time between his and Keating’s appearance. By the time Richy entered, the 
floor was half filled and nearly all of his gags landed solidly. Miss Tully scored 
with her hot hoofing. Craig’s last appearance at the Palace was a four-week 
stretch. J 

LOUIS SOBOL was introduced by Craig, but remained glued behind the 
desk and mike, neglecting to remove his hat thruout. When he did later and 
the spot caught his bald pate and giasses, you couldn’t outline his face until 
he turned to a profile view. His act consists of reading a specially prepared 
column, a duplicate -of his radio work, giving the audience the lowdown on 
several celebs intermixed with jokes. He follows into a stale autograph bit 
with Miss Tully and then allows Craig to interview him. As a freak act, Sobol 
delivers as wil, if not better, than expected; but his drawing power is ques- 
tioned. The story on his b.-o. ability might be different, tho, if the Palace were 
still in two-a-day and drawing the Broadway ladies and gents. His appearance 
in a buff jacket and cream-colored flannel trousers will shock a good many of 
his friends who have never believed he had a dash of sartorial genius in him. 
Sobol will read a new column daily, writing a separate one for his paper. 

PEPITO, the entertaining Spanish clown and a kid favorite, closes. Every- 
thing this hokester does is a sure entertainment bet for grownups as well as 
the youngsters. JOE SCHOENFELD.

Murphy name in the annunciators would 
have given them a tip-off at least. 

Girls come back for a very pretty flash 
number, in which Miss Perle contributes 
a few more acrobatic steps, after which 
Beth and Dorothy Lewis contribute a 
so-so tap routine. 

A rain number, with all participating, 
and with real water pouring from the 
flys, gives the Idea an effective close. 
It’s a speedy entertainment all the way 
thru.

Show drew a big house at the opening 
today.

had the right speed to set off the show.

Dancing Around, a flash singing and 
hoofing routine which was beautifully 
dressed up, but lacked much originality, 
closed. Act has more than enough 
talent, and every one of the five fems 
is a looker, but somehow it didn’t seem 
to click as well as one would expect 
considering the outfit.. Fared fairly well 
here, but deserved better.

The State’s doing well by itself this 
week on the stage and screen. Probably 
will draw via the Paul Muni film, Scar- 
face, and when they’re once inside the 
stage show will satisfy them plenty. The 
bill comprises six acts, with Harry Rose, 
who does m. c., and Don Redman sharing 
headline honors. Runs long, tho, at an 
hour and 46 minutes, but that'll prob- 
ably be taken care of on the next show. 
If it weren't for the letdown in the deuce 
spot the layout would have been perfect. 
And yet there is singing in every act ex- 
cept the opener. Redman and his Con- 
nie’s Inn Band draw the curtains on the 
show as well as anyone could want. 
Business was good at this first perform- 
ance opening day. 

Serge Flash starts off a show in one 
grand style, as you know, knocking off 
a prolonged mitting. He was kind of 
nervous for some reason or other, but 
that didn’t bother his masterful show- 
manship and handling of the pins and 
balls. Surefire, as usual, when he threw 
the balls into the audience to be thrown 
back at him. 

Harrington Sisters, preceded by Harry 
Rose starting his m. c. job, lost out in 
the deucer. These girls, handling har- 
mony singing as a couple of tots would, 
didn’t fare so well because, in the first 
place, they could hardly be heard, and 
besides their warbles weren't jibing with 
the pit music. 

Marty Collins and Harry Peterson pick 
the show right up to a wow tempo. 
They show-stopped. Their comedy is 
tried and true and they certainly get 
the most out of it. Laughs flowed 
steadily and the palm whacks echoed 
thru the house. 

Rita Royce provides more sock for the 
bill in addition to lending a lot of color. 
Here’s a pip of flash, one that gets in 
comedy as well as talented singing and 
dancing. Miss Royce is a swell stepper, 
and excellent assist is given by Syd and 
Al Reis and Tiny Tina. Chalked up big 
applause. 

Harry Rose is on in next-to-closing to 
dish some more comedy and singing after 
he wades thru the whole bill neatly. He 
knows how to sell a song, especially that 
Broadway Lullaby number, and does well 
with the gags. He also polled prolonged 
returns. 

Don Redman and his Connie’s Inn 
Band are the last word for closing the 
show. He and his 13 bandsters shape up 
as one hot Harlem crew, with no chance 
of anyone keeping their feet still when 
they play. Besides, he’s using Red and 
Strugge, the Lindy hoppers, who tied the 
act up in a knot when they did their 
stuff. Mary Dixon does okeh with a 
warbling specialty, as does an unbilled 
boy.

Fordham, New York 


(Reviewed Wednesday Evening, July 6) 

Looked like old times tonight for the 
Fordham. Business was the best in 
quite a spell. Upstairs was full, while 
the lower floor was about three-quarters. 
This can be attributed in great part to 
the personal appearance of Hobart Bos- 
worth, screen “name,” who heads a neat 
five-act show. Layout was long, tho, 
running 83 minutes, but that’s the way 
it had to be considering that the film, 
Lew Ayres in Night World (Universal), 
ran only 55 minutes. Ayres helped the 
business also. First part of the house 
which fills up is the upper balcony (30 
cents a head). Higher priced seats, 66 
and 83 cents, fill slowly. 

Henry Burbig and Funny-Boners made 
a swell impression in the hello spot, but 


it took 22 minutes. That’s an awfully 
long time for starting a show. Burbig 
does okeh in his Yid dialect a la Benny 
Rubin, but five and eight minutes for 
the numbers lessen their effectiveness. 
The Punny-Boners are a corking trio of 
harmony singers, handling the numbers 


with a smart individuality. Show- 
stopped. 
Fortunello and Cirillino were their 


usual selves in clicking with their novel 
acrobatics. They're expert floor workers, 
making their efforts different by their 
style of work. All the acro is done in 
rhythm. 

Joe Morris and Company, no longer 
Morris and Campbell, had them scream- 
ing in the trey spot with the old reliable 
turn. Joe has new people with him. 
Dorothy Ryan has Flo Campbell’s role, 
and she does well with it. Jackie Terris 
does excellently with the kid part and 
another girl does nicely as the wife. 

Hobart Bosworth, gray-haired and 
kindly-faced gent of the screen, came on 
to one of the biggest entrance hands yet 
heard by this reviewer. He does a differ- 
ent type of act, spieling on the movies 
“then and now.” A very pleasant turn, 
but too much the first person and a 
tough assignment for Bosworth to gab 
steadily for 19 minutes. Still and all 
he does well, effusing a personality that 
can’t miss. Got away big. 

The Theodores, flash, closed nicely, 
but it appeared that the act was right 
out of a rehearsal hall. Plenty spotty 
and numbers showed lack of finish. Still 
there’s something to the act, and it’ll 
probably get going. A dance trio fare 
well in adagio and waltz routines, latter 
being their best. Two girls do okeh in 
their singing and musical jobs.

Three showing acts on this five-act 
bill, the second, third and fourth turns. 
Not much of a show. The first three 
turns were terribly slow and lacked 
punch, the bill picking up a bit in next- 
to-closing. But it took Bob Murphy, in 
closing spot, to wake the customers up. 
His act is a riot with neighborhood au- 
diences, and here he aroused a high 
pitch response. Without him the lay- 
out would have been something to for- 
get as quickly as possible 

On the screen was Street of Women 
(Warner) and business was surprisingly 
good. The 35-cent top admission was, 
of course, a big draw. The house itself, 
however, must be a handicap to the 
manager. It lacks a refrigeration system 
and needs painting and sprucing up bad- 
ly. Perhaps it would not be a bad idea 
to tear it down and build a de luxer on 
the site. 

Al Libby and Betty were no great 
shakes in opening spot. Libby is a good 
fancy bike rider and has a varied rou- 
tine, but his attempts at comedy fare 
weak. He failed to complete his closing 
stunt after several tries and bowed off 
to a light hand. 

Jean and Angie Queen, a blonde and 
a brunet, do a conventional routine of 
tapping. The hoofing is not bad, but 
neither is it outstanding enough to car- 
ry a whole turn. Need a faster and more 
varied routine in order to rate their own 
act. 

Slo ’n’ Ezy, formerly known as O’Neil 
and Malley, were certainly slow, if not 
easy. They affect a darky dialect and 
spill a lot of old gags, in addition to 
harmonizing badly on a couple of old 
songs. Material is weak and the delivery 
does not help either. They should black- 
face and do a new act. 

George Griffen and Helen Maicox head 
a five-people flash that would be strong 
stuff if embellished better and with a 
smoother opening provided. Griffen 
Sings excellently and Miss Maicox dances 
with grace, while a pianist doubles on 
the violin and the Twinkle Twins are 
spotted for amusing comedy dances. 

Bob Murphy is assisted by son, Dick, 
and daughter, Dorothy, in a smash act 
that saved the show from almost 100 
per cent dullness. Murphy and the kids 
indulge in family clowning, each of the 
three standing out in singing. Family 
angle and the showmanship of the trio 
make this one a peach.

This house gives double features, 
newsreel, shorts and four acts for a 35- 
cent admission top. A bargain show, 
having big appeal for neighborhood pa- 
trons who shop for amusements. This 
show consisted of Attorney for the De- 
fense, Street of Women, newsreel and 
Mickey Mouse, the vaude being headed 


by Renard and Rome. Vaude was pass- 
able and up to the usual standard of 
the house. 

Four Robeys, three men and a girl, got 
the bill off to a snappy start. They jug- 
gle small and large objects, do balancing 
and strong-arm stuff and insert light 
touches of comedy. The girl's juggling 
and balancing specialties are outstand- 
ing. 

Ewing Eaton is one of those versatile 
misses who do a great many things and 
get over by sheer energy and willingness 
to work hard. Altho she sings, dances, 
toots the sax, does acrobatics and fancy 
violining, she really is good only at 
hoofing. The other specialties are okeh, 
but not outstanding. Got over big here. 

Renard and Rome did not do so well 
here. The act is slow and the routine 
does not build up to any sock. Renard’s 
radio broadcasting satire is swell, and 
Rome’s rich voice helps, too, but the 
routine somehow does not click. Per- 
haps Renard would do better with a 
comedian instead of a straight man as 
partner. 

Continental Revue, 12 people, is cer- 
tainly not conventional and deserves 
credit for at least being different. It has 
three waltz teams, a singing duo and two 
tap-dancing teams and is embellished 
rather nicely. However, the talent is 
mild except for the singing duo and the 
sister team, and the act moves slowly. 
The waltz numbers need more punch.

Big show this week for Loew’s Bronx 
de luxer converted into a vaude house, 
and the business should be just as big. 
Tonight’s turnout was plenty evidence 
of what business the week should bring. 
Lower floor at the last show was full, 
with a lot of folks in the aisles on the 
hunt for seats. A sure bet for the house 
when the stage show has Ethel Merman 
and George Sidney as its headliners and 
Paul Muni on the screen in Scarface. 
Show runs 73 minutes, satisfying all the 
way. “Flesh” budget is practically all 
spent on Miss Merman and Sidney, the 
other three acts bought accordingly— 
yet they were entertaining. House fea- 
tures are Don Albert and the pit crew, 
who render a delightful overture, and 
Con Maffie, organist, who knows his 
Onions as to getting audiences to sing. 

Karoli and Swanson (males) do the 
Opening honors nicely with their perch 
novelty. They're skillful workers and 
employ thrilling perch routines. Besides 
they do neat balancing and juggling bits. 

Bill Telaak, aided by Bud Hanley and 
Sally Payne. follow with an avalanche 
of the hokiest nonsense and mopped up 
big applause besides mopping up the 
stage. They’re great at this stuff and 
one never saw such an untiring trio of 
workers. The comedy is applied to gab, 
singing, music, dancing and acrobatics. 

Ethel Merman, on to neat applause, 
starts slowly in polling returns, but 
works on an audience to finish to a 
prolonged whacking. She knows how to 
sell her singing, making the most of 
those clever blues arrangements. Good 
assist is given by her pair of accom- 
panists, especially when Harold Arlen is 
spotted for the playing of his tunes. 

George Sidney, lovable movie char- 
acter, chalks up the biggest hand of the 
show—a decided show-stop. He’s got a 
very clever turn and certainly makes 
the most of it. There are loads .of 
laughs in the act, with the finish a hum- 
dinger when Sidney goes into a song- 
dance routine. He’s a dyed-in-the-wool 
performer and a grand personality. 

Sidney Tracey and Bessie Haye, aided 
by Paul Russell, closing. were in a tough 
spot following these “names,” but they 
got over okeh with their flash. The 
skippers offer neat dances, clicking with 
their adagio, while Russell clicks with 
his piano and singing accompaniment. 
He’s got a swell voice.

A good neighborhood show, not par- 
ticularly strong, but entertaining enough 
to hold fairly close interest. Not much 
dancing or flash, and a good dance flash 
in closing spot would have been just 
right. The dog act in closing spot gave 
the bill a lame finale, altno the act 
individually was okeh. On the screen 
was The Big Timer and a flock of shorts 
and trailers. One of the trailers was a 
prolonged commercial reel plugging the 
Plymouth auto in a local tieup by which 
a car is given free every Thursday eve- 
ning to a patron. Despite the free-car 
angle, the commercial film was too 


pointed and some patrons may resent 
being forced to see and listen to ad- 
vertising on the screen. 

Balabanow Five, three boys and two 
girls, offer a nice routine of accordion 
playing. They stick to popular numbers, 
keep moving all the time and inject a 
few variations to liven up the works. 
Altho straight accordioning for nine 
minutes is likely to bore, they managed 
to get by nicely. 

King Brothers and Cully were good 
laughgetters with their insane antics. 
Their burlesque of the usual vaudeville 
antics is cleverly done and the boys work 
fast and have a changing routine that 
does not allow for dull moments. Got a 
good hand. 

Hall Johnson’s Negro Singers, 20 of 
them, offer a routine of spirituals popu- 
larized for neighborhood consumption 
and top it with the St. James Infirmary 
Blues in hot Harlem style. Interspersing 
their numbers are the Three Dancing 
Cadets, fair hoofing combo, and an 
emsee, whose style was out of place in 
the act. 

Harry Welsh, with Harry Hill as 
straight man, grabbed a constant run of 
laughs with his funny mannerisms and 
the waiter bit. Latter number had them 
yelling here, but the rest of the turn 
is mild. Closed to good applause. 

Alf Loyal, assisted by two women and 
a man, put a flock of canines thru the 
paces. The dogs are cute and well 
trained, and the routine moves briskly 
and is really interesting

DE LUXE SHOWS 


Paramount, New York 

(Reviewed Friday Evening, July 8) 

About $11,000 in talent is being wasted 
here this week in as mediocre a pro- 
duction as a theater could possibly put 
on with such a lineup of “name” per- 
formers. Rehearsed for.nearly a week, 
the layout at the fourth show opening 
day had al! the earmarks of starting 
from scratch. And it had a flock of 
bearded material and timeworn situa- 
tions. 

Boris Petroff is billed as having de- 
vised and staged Lucky Day, but during 
the course of events Bert Wheeler throws 
the blame upon the shoulders of Harry 
Richman. Regardless of where the 
credits really belong, tho, there should 
be no bows taken. The Paramount has 
been consistently out in front of the 
other Broadway combo houses in stage 
shows, both from b.-0. and production 
standpoints, but this week it does a nip- 
up, altho the honors were again in its 
grasp. 

With Richman and Wheeler in one 
show everybody on the de luxer’s pro- 
duction staff must have wrung their 
hands in joy over the comedy prospects. 
That they tried too hard to make this 
show nearly 100 per cent comedy is its 
greatest fault. Wheeler is a book come- 
dian, while Richman is more of a sales- 
man of songs than a laugh getter. They 
simply do not jell with a lot of copped, 
old and unfunny material. Two black- 
outs tried lay in the aisles, as did most 
of the gags, and the “Dumb Dora” work 
of Polly Walters, also from pictures, with 
Wheeler and Woolsey. The one time any 
appreciable laugh response was received 
was during Jeanne Aubert’s song with 
the male pair, in which she musses both 
plenty, a bit as mellow as the “Why 
does a chicken cross the road?” gag. 


From the time this presentation opens 
everything is on the left foot. A prop 
train is shown pulling intoa station, but 
when the lights went up the front end 
had suddenly become the rear. The dif- 
ferent personalities step out for inter- 
views by reporters and the talk is plenty 
blotto. Then the David Bines’ ensemble 
goes into a routine, with the reporters 
phoning in their stories behind a scrim. 


This unit may also be setting a 
precedent here for its amount of dirt, 
with Wheeler's face-lifting story taking 
the evening's prize. It was shades of the 
old Palace—but the truth remains that 
the Palace is suffering from anaemia, 
while the Paramount tonight was filled. 
Where's the moral? 

Left untouched in production except 
in the opening, little Mitzi Mayfair comes 
close to rurning away with the show 
with two routines. The young and 
graceful contortionist is keeping up the 
line of clicking dancers here, Ray Bolger 
having held the honors the two preced- 
ing weeks. Miss Aubert, fully as charm- 
ing and magnetic in these large quarters 
as she was in The Laugh Parade at the 
Imperial, does okeh with four songs, one

Reviewed at Loew’s Gates. Style — 
Acrobatic novelty. Setting—In three and 
full stage. Time—Seven minutes. 


An acrobatic novelty turn, with a short 
and varied routine, but lacking a suf- 
ficiently strong presentation to go over 
as it should. Opens with two boys in 
tuxes going into a perch stunt, the un- 
derstander then soloing with a wire stunt 
in which he jumps and balances on @ 
swinging slack wire. 

After a session of acro, a center insert 
opens, revealing a double stairway merg- 
ing into a small platform. The boys and 
the girl then go into a series of stunts 
on the stairs and platform. The trio 
poses in balance formations, the girl 
holding up the men in one pose. This 
is climaxed with the stunt in which one 
of the boys carries the girl down the 
steps, walking on his hands while she 
is coiled around his chest. 

The act’s routine is not bad and the 
pace is brisk, but the showmanship is 
somehow weak, the turn making a mild 
impression here. P. D. 


Slo °’n’ Ezy 
Reviewed at Loew’s Boulevard, Bronz. 
Style—Comedy talk and singing. Setting 
—In one. Time—Thirteen minutes. 
This is O’Neil and Malley using a trick 
title. Trick billing or not, the act is 


consistently weak. The two men, who 
look like oldtimers and who should know 
better, offer one of those oid-timey 
singing and talking turns. The talk is 
bright in spots, but in general it is only 
mildly amusing.

25-week, all-Eastern tour projected—franchise holders, 
_as reported, will be out—Minsky and Callahan to su- 
pervise production—Weber central agency 


NEW YORK, July 9.—A meeting this week, concerned with the formation of 
the new burly wheel to succeed the New Columbia Burlesque Circuit for the*com-. 
ing season, bore out The Billboard reports of last week that I. H. Herk and Herbert 
Kay Minsky and Josepeh Weinstock would pool their interests and that there would 


be no franchise holders for the production of the shows. 


Besides, the new circuit 


plans a 25-week tour, which will be without the Star and Gayety, Brooklyn, owned 
by the Raymonds, and which will be confined only to the East. By Minsky and 


Weinstock joining Herk, they will bring 
in about five houses. This includes the 
Central, Hurtig & Seamon’s Apollo, and 
Werba’s, Brooklyn. Deals are on for the 
Lyric, Bridgeport, and another house in 
the East. The Republic will continue its 
present stock policy, with its shows be- 
ing apart from the wheel. 

The franchise holders of last year were 
left out in the cold when the execs de- 
cided at the meeting that the shows 
would be obtained from their own pro- 
duction department. A staff of producers 
will be put to work under the super- 
vision of Minsky and Emmett Callahan. 
Last year Billy Minsky refused to come 
in with Herk when the latter turned 
down Minsky’s demand that he wanted 
to supervise the production of the shows. 
The production plan of the new circuit 
is to put out high-grade shows, curtailing 
the employment of strip women and 
elaborating on scenery and wardrobe. 

All performers working in the new cir- 
cuit shows and at the Republic will be 
booked thru a centralized booking agency 
in the Herk office, the I. N. Weber Agency, 
which has Phil Rosenberg and Rush 
Jermon as associates. This move shuts 
out indie agents. 

So far the new circuit plans to have 
25 weeks in the East, extending no 
farther west than Washington. This 
Eastern plan was the result of the lesson 
Herk learned last season as to railroad- 
ing and uncertainty of Western oper- 
ations. The houses will definitely be 
lined up in about three weeks, following 
a meeting in the Herk office with thea- 
ter operators. Circuit will start its oper- 
ations about Labor Day.

Another good show at the Irving Place. 
There aren’t any sensational socks, but 
nothing sensational is attempted here, 
down around the corner from cut-rate 
dresses and communist speeches. It’s 
the free-and-easy, everybody-in-on-the- 
party attitude of the house and the 
performers that makes their shows con- 
sistent smashes—plus the stripping ar- 
ray, which is of ace caliber. The gals 
dance high, wide and very, very hand- 
some at the Irving Place, and this week’s 
bill, like those in the past, shapes up 
as thoroly excellent entertainment from 
overture to exit march. ; 

And Gladys Clark is down here, which 
would make any show a success as far as 
this corner’s concerned. Miss Clark’s one 
of the grandest of all possible burlecue 
troupers, and she could have been used 
to advantage in more than the two brief 
specialty strips that she did.

DETROIT, July 9.—New Western bur- 
lesque circuit has been formed by Arthur 
Clamage, owner of the Gayety and 
Avenue theaters here, to be known as the 
United Burlesque Assaciation. The new 
circuit covers the Midwest, from Ohio to 
Omaha, and south to New Orleans. Clam. 
age was elected president of the new 
wheel, and Charles Rothstein, manager of 
Avenue Theater, is secretary-treasurer. 

New franchise arrangement will be of- 
fered free to recognized producers only. 
House and shows will both play on a per- 
centage basis, with a $25 booking fee 
charge weekly both to show and house, 
instead of the $500 franchise of past cir- 
cuits. Association will not seek a profit, 
Clamage says, but instead will make a 
sincere effort to revive burlesque of today. 

The best talent available will be 
bovght and only one strip number will 
be allowed for each show, in an endeavor 
toward standards of burlesque. Clamage 
says the reliance upon strip teasers and 
smut has lowered the patronage all over 
the country, and an improvement at the 
box office is only possible when quality of 
numbers, costumes, settings, humor and 
personality of principals and chorus is 
raised. 

Major innovation of the new circuit 
will be two to three classy vaudeville acts 
being routed with each show. Shows will 
include both chorus and principals, and 
shows will be produced to give full two 
and one-half hours’ bill or cut to tabloid 
length, at the discretion of each house 
manager. 

Managers of houses and prospective 
producers will meet at Detroit the last 
of July to book final arrangements. The 
full list of theaters and producers will 
be released at that time. 

Twenty houses are included in original 
setup, with an equal number of shows 
planned. Shows will route over a circuit 
of 40 weeks, playing one-week stands. 
Houses will be added later to route to 
the West Coast and return. 

Circuit opens the first week in Sepe 
tember.

Altho all the owners admit that the only way out of the 


financial morass in which their branch of the industry is mired is to get together 
and agree to pool all the houses in order to close at least 40 per cent of them it 


is the old story of one owner refusing to trust the other. 


Kline several weeks ago 


proposed to a number of the realty men that oe form a holding company to 


book attractions, with each of the houses 
agreeing to use a standard contract in 
order to avoid the cutthroat tactics 
which contributed so much to the ruin 
of last season’s theater terms. 

While he admitted that all of the 
owners were willing to meet to discuss 
these plans, they were loath to agree to 
any consolidation of theater interests. 
Many of them feared that even if a 
standard contract were agreed upon it 
would not hold water, due to the fact 
that there was no means of the members 
checking up on the well-known system 
of kicking back on the q. t. The proposal 
to pool all the theaters with the pro- 
vision to close several of them for the 
common benefit of the majority, from 
the profits of which the carrying charges 
of the closed theaters would be paid, was 
favorably considered, but due to the ex- 
treme difficulty expected in successfully 
convincing the numerous stock and bond 
holders as to the advisability of this plan, 
the idea was dropped cold. 

Representatives of banks, which are 
deeply in the red on their theatrical 
property investments, were in the main 
in agreement with the proposal to a con. 
solidation of booking interests as the 
only logical remedy of the many booking 
ills. 


The theaters that would probably be 
affected if such an association could be 
formed are the Masque, Majestic, Royale, 
Hudson, Craig, Biltmore, Mansfield, 
Avon, New Yorker, Broadway, Alvin, Lit- 
tle, Forrest, Belmont, Liberty, 48th Street, 
George M. Cohan, John Golden, Martin 
Beck, Chanin’s 46th Street and the Globe. 


“Fanfare” Has Rough Week 


LONDON, June 28.—J. Murray Ander- 
son’s 27-scene revue, Fanfare, which 
opened at the Prince Edward Theater 
June 24, experienced a hectic first week. 

The premiere, attended by all the most 
notable of society folks, was a memMora- 
ble one. Violet Loraine, English revue 
star, had a remarkable reception, prob- 
ably the biggest given to a performer in 
London for years. Joe Cook did very 
well, altho one or two malcontents in 
the audience razzed him at the end. The 
Condos Brothers, dancing stars of Earl 
Carroll's Vanities, completely stopped 
the show with their brilliant tapping. 
Their reception was bigger than that of 
June's. 

The second night everything seemed 
to go wrong. Curtains stuck and lights 
failed. Bad business marred the next 
few shows and it seemed impossible for 
the production to carry on. However, an 
offer of free rental for the next few 
months and an agreement by all princi- 
pals in the show to cut their salaries for 
the time being is helping to make the 
show successful financially. 

The house rent is $1,250 per week. Joe 
Cook’s original salary is $3,000 per week, 
June’s $650 and Violet Loraine’s, $600. 


“Gold Coast” Doesn’t Pan 


NEW YORK, July 9.—Gold Coast, a 
play by A. Barnard Merry, which has 
been in rehearsal for the last six weeks 
On a bond waiver, has finally given it 
up. The author, who was also the pro- 
ducer and the director, discovered that 
in addition to a lamentable lack of cash 
the third act of the opus needed com- 
plete rewriting, so he is off to Maine to 
do the work and maybe come back to 
try again. 


Another White Contract Fight 


NEW YORK, July 9.—George White is 
going right ahead in his preparations for 
the continuance of the road tour. of last 
season’s Scandals despite the Howard 
Brothers’ declaration that they have 
signed for Ballyhoo. White declares 
that he has both Willie and Eugene 
Howard under an iron-bound Equity 
contract and has referred the matter to 
both Equity and his counsel, Abraham 
Berman. Only way out it seems for the 
Howards is to buy off their contract 
with White. If not successful from that 
angle they will be forced to make some 
sort of deal with the Ballyhoo producers, 
with whom they also signed a contract. 


Biltmore in Foreclosure 


NEW YORK, July 9.—A suit to fore- 
close a mortgage on the Biltmore Theater 
was filed this week in the Supreme Court 
by the Continental Bank and Trust 
Company, as trustee of a $550,000 bond 
issue made January, 1926. The defend- 
ants include Irwin S. Chanin, Chanbrook 
and Theater Zone Realty companies. 


The complaint, which asks the ap- 
pointment of a receiver and the sale of 
the property in foreclosure for the bene- 
fit of the stockholders, alleges that the 
defendants have defaulted in the pay- 
ment of interest and principal totaling 
$36,049, which was due last December 31. 

House has been dark prgctically all of 
the past season, with the exception of a 
few fast disappearing turk shows, and 
hasn't housed a hit show since its tnitial 
booking, which was The Barker.

What a Difference 
Five Years Makes 


CHICAGO, July 9.—With Clowns in 
Clover, last remaining representative of 
the legitimate stage in the Loop, threat- 
ening to fold up tonight because of lack 
of box-office sustenance, the great dif- 
ference that has been wrought in five 
years becomes giaringly apparent. Chi- 
cago used to be a splendid summer show 
town. Back in the early ’20s there was 
no dearth of stage entertainment right 
thru dog days. For some years that same 
condition obtained; then there began a 
gradual retrogression that has continued 
until at the present time the Loop stage 
has reached zero. 

It is interesting to check back over 
those summer days of even five years 
ago and note the difference in the situa- 
tion. Take the first two weeks of 1927, 
for example. There were six shows run- 
ning in Loop theaters. They were Dif- 
ferent Women, at the Woods; Gay Paree, 
Cohan’s Grand (now the Grand Opera 
House); The Madcap, Olympic (now the 
Apollo); Tenth Avenue, Adelphi; The 
Wild Wescotts, Cort, and The Barker, 
Blackstone.

Small Paint Sho 


ps Think Old Sets 


Will Put Them in Money Next Year 


NEW YORK, July 9.—In anticipation 
of exceedingly slim pickings in the way 
of orders for sets this coming season, 
the smaller scenic painting shops are 
buying up interior sets and repainting 
them in order to have them ready for 
the indie producers. The past two sea- 
sons saw most of the smaller producers 
scurrying around in search of bargains 
and demanding them in a rush, with the 
result that the studios were forced to 
pay the workmen double and often tri- 
ple time to get the sets ready. 

The paint shops figure that if they 
pick up a lot of used sets which are lying 
in warehouses by the hundreds at prices 
ranging from $25 to $100 maximum, 
and spend a few dollars patching them 
up, they will be able to supply the 
expected demand and reap a much- 
needed harvest of shekels. 

Due to the cry of the musical produc- 
ers that production costs are prohibitive, 


. 

a special search is on for the elaborate 
sets of the bygone musical shows, which 
after a complete overhauling and re- 
touching may be made fit to insert in 
some of the forthcoming extravaganzas. 
Some of the shops figure that if they 
can line up a sufficient number of these 
they can probably interest some producer 
in buying the lot and leave it to him to 
get someone to write a show around the 
scenery, which would just about fit in 
with the topsy-turvy conditions prevail- 
ing in the business today. 

The biggest setback the scenic men 
have received in the past few weeks has 
been the almost complete discontinuance 
of the elaborate spectacles in the de-luxe 
picture houses. While not all of the 
smaller paint houses held contracts with 
theaters most of them got some small 
portion of the work due to the larger 
contractors farming out a goodly part of 
the stuff. 


League and IA 
Hold First Arb 


Meet to discuss managerial 
demand for one-third wage 
cut—may compromise 


NEW YORK, July 11. — The first of 
what is expected to be a series of long- 
drawn-out meetings between the repre- 
sentatives of the League of New York 
Theaters and the officers of the Theat- 
rical Protective Union No. 1 to negotiate 
a new wage scale for the stagehands, 
whose present two-year agreement with 
the managers will expire on September 
1, will be held late today. The League 
is expected to stand pat on its demand 
that the stagehands take a 331-3 per 
cent cut on their present scale. 


When the stagehands held a special 
meeting last Sunday to discuss the man- 
agers’ demands they gave forth the gen- 
eral impression that they would fight the 
proposed wage cut bitterly. But never- 
theless they voted to send a delegation 
to arbitrate the matter with the man- 
agers. It is understood that while such 
a drastic slicing procedure will not be 
countenanced in any instance, the dele- 
gates were instructed to meet the man- 
agers at least half way. 


In addition to the wage decrease the 
managers are also asking for many 
changes in the working rules and regu- 
lations concerning the minumum men 
the union demands should be employed 
regardless of the necessity. 


Indie managers as a group are watch- 
ing the forthcoming negotiations with 
deep interest, the majority of them feel- 
ing that under present conditions in the 
legit it would be financial suicide to at- 
tempt to produce shows next season un- 
less the stagehands come to a realization 
that the present working scale is prov- 
ing too great a detriment to managerial 
pocketbooks. 


Youman Drops “Americana” 


NEW YORK, July 9.—Vincent You- 
mans has dropped out as composer of 
the forthcoming Shubert revue, Ameri- 
cana. Youmans, who had never written 
any revue material, is supposed to have 
given up the job because he felt that 
his type of score would be unsuited for 
anything but a book show. No one else 
has yet been chosen to replace him, 
with the Shuberts figuring that they 
need a name composer to get the show 
over. 

Book for the show has been written 
by J. P. McEvoy and the settings are 
already being designed by Albert John- 
son in expectation of an early fall open- 
ing. 


MGM Acquires Prize Novel 


NEW YORK, July 9—MGM has ace 
quired the motion picture rights to Two 
Living, One Dead, the Norwegian prize- 
winning novel. Chester Erskin recently 
bought the American legit rights and 
announced it for production late next 
season. 


“Love” Bond at Equity 


NEW YORK, July 9.—One of the first 
bonds posted at Equity in over three 
weeks was set for Alan Morrill’s produc- 
tion of Carl Henkle’s Goddess of Love. 
Dough was put up by Charles L. Henkin, 
who is angeling the opus. 


“Twelfth Night” Scoring 


LONDON, June 28. — Twelfth Night, 
the most-talked of Shakespearean pro- 
duction since the days of Sir Henry 
Irving, reaches its 50th performance at 
the New Theater June 30. The produc- 
tion is playing to capacity audiences and 
is one of the few hits in London today.

ITH funereal faces Broadwayites are 
croaking: “I told you so!” As pre- 
dicted several months ago, the 

number of shows running on what is 
still called hopefully the Great White 
Way is dropping as surely and steadily as 
the hopes of a 40-year-old ingenue in 
a Squedunk stock company. A couple of 
weeks ago a new modern low was reached 
with 11 shows staggering down the sun- 
baked street. Last week three openings 
came to pump new blood into the list-- 
but, as a quick perusal of printed re- 
ports may prove, the blood was, to say 
the least, somewhat anaemic. At present 
writing two of the three newcomers have 
already dropped off—one of them after a 
run of one consecutive performance—and 
probably by the time this issue reaches 
the stands the other will have followed 
them into the great unknown. 

Add to that fact the closing of three 
of the shows which were running at the 
last checkup and the _ conscientious 
mathematician can discover that Broad- 
way now boasts of precisely nine legiti- 
mate attractions. Again a new low has 
been established—and you ain’t heard, as 
the late Bert Savoy used to scream, the 
half of it, dearie. From now on it is 
pretty certain that each succeeding week 
will see a fresh low set, until, as this 
column predicted long ago, there are six 
or less productions running. 

It’s an unprecedented and disturbing 
situation—but it may have a silver lin- 
ing. The customers have stayed away 
from the theater in huge numbers when 
there were shows to go to; now they can 
see how they like it when there are no 
shows. The only trouble is, of course, 
that everybody is too busy these days 
trying to discover vacation money to 
— whether §here are any shows or 
not.

In the 
niidst of the dog days the Erlanger, where 
they played, was always crowded. It 
brings up again the belief that a per- 
manent Gilbert and Sullivan company 
wouldn't do too badly in this town. There 
are plenty of producers of modern musi- 
cals who are wishing that they’d stuck 
to The Mikado, 


H& stagehands won’t answer the re- 

quest of the League of New York 

Theaters for a 33 1-3 per cent cut in 
the wage scale until the contract comes 
up again in September. It is reported 
that the union gentlemen are looking 
none too favorably on the League’s idea 
of what would be an equitable slice. They 
had considered of their own accord, it is 
said, shaving salaries by a certain per- 
centage, but one-third seems to them 
exorbitant, and some of the members, 
like all fools who enjoy abusing an un- 
deserved power, are in favor of now 
abating no jot cr tittle from the present 
pound of flesh. 

The only trouble is that that pound 
of flesh, like the one Shylock hankered 
to disconnect from Antonio, will pretty 
eccmpletely kill its donor. It’s a huge cut, 
in all truth, that the managers are ask- 
ing—but they need it. The stagehands 
figure that the producers will continue 
to put on shows, no matter how much 
the furniture toters care to ask. That 
may be true, but the chances for the 
life of those shows is far better when 
their expenses are low. And a pair of 
stagehands who work 10 weeks are hap- 
pier than a pair of stagehands who work 
two. Even stagehands, in these parlous 
times, have to eat.

CANTON, O., July 9.—Eastern Ohio and Western Pennsylvania ballrooms were 
the mecca for a score or more of well-known dance bands over the Fourth of July 
holiday, many of which have moved into this territory from city hotel spots and 
the better roadhouses of the Middle West. Most ballrooms and resorts in this sec- 


tion are playing bands one and two weeks, 


for the entire season. 

A survey made this week by a repre- 
sentative of The Billboard disclosed that 
dance patronage is spotty at the major 
ballrooms this summer, despite the fact 
that most spots are playing bands of bet- 
ter reputation at reduced prices. Few 
dansants are using local bands, managers 
claiming they no longer are a draw, since 
sO many of the big-time orchestras are 
available this summer for one-night en- 
gagements at a price within reach of 
most of the resorts. 


Prevailing popular admission charge at 
the major pavilions this summer is 35 
cents, aside from week-ends, when the 
admission is jacked up to 50 cents a per- 
son. in many instances pavilions are 
going it at 25 cents a person. Many 
spots are using the park plan, with a 
dime admission and five cents a dance. 
There are some spots where two dances 
for the five-cent ticket are offered. Some 
of the best known “name” bands are 
being offered at some ballrooms at 75

Sustaining Program Artists Are 


Faced With Long 


NEW YORK, July 9.—With both the 
large networks now throwing everything 
but the proverbial sink into their sus- 
taining programs, as to material and 
talent, countless high-class artists are 
faced with a possible 10-week period of 
sheer starvation, insofar as salary is 
concerned from radio. 

Early last month the handwriting on 
the wall became obvious to many artists, 
some working under a guarantee and 
others who had lately completed a com- 
mercial contract or who had been going 
along under promises of an early spon- 
sor. While the radio stations told the 
artists they did not want to lose them, 
and the same was true vice versa, the 
whip hand was naturally that of the 
artists’ bureau, and nothing displeasing 
to the powers that be was done by the 
artists. In the meantime, “no salary” 
became a byword for new sustainings,

and nearly all of those under a guaran- 
tee were gradually worn down to a next- 
to-nothing salary or simply nothing. 

Some artists are still collecting under 
their contract, but these are considered 
as cutting their own throat, because 
they insist on the terms of their con- 
tract being carried out. Less aggressive 
artists, yet to have the benefit of a 
sponsor, are fearful of doing anything 
that will get them in wrong and are tak- 
ing the advice of the “buffers” to play 
ball with them. 

In the meantime, those who “play 
ball” and offer their services gratis, can- 
not induce the networks to give them 
a single dime to live on; the most they 
can get is a promise of co-operation in 
getting a commercial. Thus, afraid on 
one hand to hold out for salary or quit, 
and on the other hand afraid that any

NE thing the broadcasters achieved 
O in their favor during the recent ac- 

tivities of Congress is the defeat of 
the 5 per cent tax on all leased wires 
which radio may use for its purposes. 
Originally it looked like a 10 per cent 
tax would be placed on wire charges, 
put eventually an amendment took all 
of it off after it appeared that the 5 per 
cent compromised upon would go thru. 
Sustaining programs were to be relieved 
of the proposed tax. However, a tax of 
5 per cent on the sales of radio receiving 
sets and parts went into effect in the 
Revenue Law. In another bill there was 
a clause to tax broadcasters a license 
fee, but this may crop up again at the 
next session of Congress. So far, radio 
is comparatively free of government 
taxes. The consumer, no doubt, will pay 
the fee on such equipment as he may 
buy. 

This particular angle works in favor 
of the ASCAP in its endeavor to raise 
the license fees for broadcasters that use 
its music. Early in the move by the 
Society for higher license fees it was 
feared that the Washington taxes, if 
placed upon the broadcasters, would give 
them a good leg upon which to stand 
and squawk about the proposed increase 
in music licenses. Now it would seem 
that the broadcasters can afford to pay 
for the use of copyrighted music at a 
higher rate than heretofore. At least, 
they are better able while freed from 
government burdens. 


RADIO station official drops- this 

column a line by way of a reminder 

that a good many old tunes can 
be played should the songwriters, pub- 
lishers and others pull a strike. He 
mentions some fine old songs of which 
he believes there are no end. Which is 
true to some extent, but not in the case 
of some of the songs he mentions. The 
opinion that all compositions created 
prior to the enactment of the Copyright 
Act of 1909 are in the public domain is 
erroneous. 


Also, such numbers written more than 
28 years ago, the period of years allotted 
to a copyright owner, are not common 
property unless the owner failed to re- 
new his copyright for another 28 years. 
The actual period of copyright protec- 
tion, if the owner takes advantage of it, 
is really 56 years. Many of the songs 
written during the late 80s and early 90s 
may seem to be in the public domain, 
but actually they are far from it. The 
broadcaster mentions Charles K. Har- 
ris’ After the Ball and songs written 
during the same period. All of the Har- 
ris numbers are under copyright protec- 
tion, many of them having been renewed 
for the second 28-year period during 
the last decade. Which goes for many 
other tunes, whether or not they are in 
the hands of the original owner. If the 
original copyright owner dies, then there 
is no further protection at the end of 
the first 28 years. Only the original 
creator or copyright owner can have the 
benefit of a renewal. 


As to certain protection beginning 
only with the Copyright Act of 1909, the 
idea may be born of the fact that this 
is the date which started the phonograph 
record off on a paying basis for the 
writers and publishers.- Before that date 
record manufacturers made any song 
they pleased and the publishers took no 
particular heed. In fact, they were 
merely flattered for the most part until 
Somebody got wise. With the passage 
of this bill additional protection was 
provided for copyright owners, as well 
as the two cents a song fee provided for, 
to be paid by the disk manufacturer to 
the publisher or writer. 

But in so far as the “strike” is con- 
cerned, it is just a wild dream, and one 
that would prove very disastrous if it 
came true. 


HETHER orchestra leaders take 
their vacation in the summer or 
any time they have a layoff, it is 

always an excellent opportunity to find 
out what the other fellows are playing 
and how their arrangements shape up. 
A musical director’s idea of taking things 
easy was to load up with all kinds of 
phonograph records from Stokowski to 
Whiteman, or if it was one of these two 
they bought records made by many 
other organizations. Now the main 
thing when resting is to make sure there 
is a good radio on hand and the leader 
Stays up all night. 


King’s Vacation Plan 


CHICAGO, July 9—At the close of 
his successful road tour Wayne King will 
take leave of his Lady Esther Serenade 
program for a month’s vacation in Cali- 
fornia. The last program on which King 
and his orchestra will be heard will be 
on Sunday, July 24. On July 31 the 
baton for the Serenade will be in other 
hands, but Lady Esther has not yet an- 
nounced who will pinch hit for King. 

With his wife, the former Dorothy 
Janis, of silver screen fame, it is ex- 
pected King will take his cabin mono- 
plane, which he pilots himself, point its 
nose west from Chicago and set it down 
alongside the Pacific Ocean. 

Altho King has made no announce- 
ment to this effect, it is rumored that 
the handsome batoneer may fmd him- 
self appearing in pictures.

This Virginia “club,” doing the honors 
for Edgeworth Tobacco, has been holding 
forth for several years over WRVA, Rich~- 
mond, Va. Coming into its own on a 
nation-wide hookup, the entertainment 
value is just as pleasing as ever and 
differs from the run of many professional 
hill-billy combinations. “Pat” Binford, 
w.-k. as a singer thruout Virginia, acts 
as m. c. for the gathering, which meets 
weekly. The artists include an old- 
time string group, additional fiddlers, lit. 
tle Margie, a jazz trio and a group of 
Negro singers who do spirituals. 

Entertainment is varied, and, in addi- 
tion to the square-dance music, there is 
a black-face skit, some gags with little 
Margie, who, it appears is originally 
brought out to entertain the entertain- 
ers, and various barnyard noises. Imita. 
tions of beast and fowl are also heard. 
While there is repetition occasionally, the 
program keeps going, and for those who 
like the hill-billy stuff it is an unusually 
good half hour.

Reviewed Monday and Wednesday 10-

Lord, the youthful originator of the 
Seth Parker characterizations, is doing 
the old country doctor in a series of 
dramatizations typical of nearly every 
small community not so long ago and 
perhaps even now. (We say even now, 
because Dr. Matthews charged five bucks 
on at least one occasion). On his initial 
broadcast Monday, Lord was introduced 
by Roxy, who made one of his handsome 
gestures in giving him a great sendoff, 
after which Lord did not try to do his 
Dr. Matthews, but told a story of the 
type that he would dramatize in subse- 
quent periods. Piano and a string in- 
strument brings him on and bows him 
out, the tune being similar to Mickey of 
some years back. 

On the first program, due to the time 
taken up by Roxy and other introduc- 
tory talk, there would hardly have been 
time for Lord to launch into a charac- 
terization and make it worth while. 
While Roxy did o. k., it would seem that 
Lord had acquired sufficient of a reputa- 
tion on his own as Seth Parker to need 
no further introduction. However, the 
matter of the sponsor believing he is now 
reaching an urban as well as rural audi- 
ence may have prompted the Roxy talk. 

In the following broadcast Lord gave 
promise of developing an entertaining 
series, but it seems advisable not to 
make some of the characters too true to 
life and load the short period up with 
too much country dialect, which natur- 
ally holds up the action. In this instance 
the excited woman talked a little too 
much during the early part. In one of 
those rush orders wherein the medico 
hops into the-buckboard or flivver without 
a shirt, the supposedly “dead” and “bel- 
lowin’ ” patient, who thought his leg was 
coming of with a pain of undetermined 
origin, discovers he was being clawed by 
the cat that couldn't get from under the 
bed blankets.

Reputable 
firms have retrenched so much, that shoe- 
stringers are creeping in and attempting 
to run fiesh spots on promises and hopes. 
It’s up to performers to check carefully on 
each date they accept. It is better to lose 
a doubtful date than to lose transporta- 
tion money in addition to working for 
nothing. 


STANLEY TWINS, now playing for 
RKO, will go to Europe this fall, open- 
ing October 1 at the Scala, Berlin, with 
the London Palladium following Novem- 
ber 7.

On several occasions, to our knowledge, 
patrons complained to ushers about the 
disorderly distraction provided by the 
scribes and their escorts. On each of 
these occasions the ushers mumbled 
something about having the matter at- 
tended to, walked off and kept a safe 
distance from the ladies and gentlemen 
of the press. We can understand why 
the Paramount management is hesitant 
about doing anything that would antag- 
onize the reviewers, but this is no justifi- 
cation for the utter disregard of reason- 
able complaints made by patrons.

Four Detroit theaters on 
rotary circuit abandon 
stock, but may try again 


DETROIT, July 11.—Four Publix’s 
neighborhood houses have discontinued 
the stock company units here. 


The first two weeks the houses played 
to splendid business, but with the hot 
weather setting in the patronage dropped 
off and the idea was dropped until fall. 
The company playing these four houses 
stayed three weeks. It is believed that 
the company will again be booked in 
the fall and continued all winter. 

While financial conditions militated 
to a considerable degree against the 
rotary appearances of the dramatic stock 
organizations, the experiment proved 
conclusively that the idea of sending the 
spoken drama into neighborhood thea- 
ters is a practical one. It was made 
apparent that only the curtailed spend- 
ing capacity of the people prevented the 
stock players from drawing full houses 
in every section of the city visited.

Con- 
tending against extraordinary conditions 
involving general business depression, 
the incursion of the soldier bonus army 
and difficulties with the union musi- 
cians, the Nationals carried out their 
managers’ original announcement calling 
for a season of 10 weeks. And it was 
done at personal financial sacrifice by 
every Member of the company. A big 
hand for the braves and ladies of Steve 
Cochran's troupe! 


OME idea of the adverse conditions 
with which the Nationals were con- 
fronted this season in Washington 

may be gathered from information re- 
ceived from a member of the organiza- 
tion, who writes: “Congress made such 
a heluva mess of the local situation that 
it has just put Washington on the bum. 
Most of the people here are government 
workers, and, as they don’t know wheth- 
er or not their heads are coming off at 
any minute or they will have to stand 
for a 10 to 22 per cent cut in pay, they 
are holding on to their pennies. That 
new tax measure is not helping matters 
any, either. And the many thousands 
of ex-soldiers in camp here are no asset. 
One can't walk 10 feet here without 
being solicited for money. If you hap- 
pen to be with a lady they don’t simply 
ask for the dough, they demand it.” 


W SPITE of almost unprecedented con- 
ditions unfavorable to the theater in 
the Hawaiian Islands, William Mc-

The taste of Detroit's 
big. population for the better things of 
the theater has not been cultivated by 
Jessie Bonstelle and her Civic Theater 
group in vain.

This edition of the plays was published

They Formed Actors’ Society 


The immediate predecessor of the 
Actors’ Equity Association was the 
Actors’ Society of America, which for 30 
years carried on the fight for the actors 
of this country and which was later 
pushed to a successful conclusion by 
Equity. 

The original certificate of incorpora- 
tion of the Actors’ Society was recently 
presented to Equity by George Henry 
Trader, a member of the last executive 
committee of the Actors’ Society of 
America. It may be a matter of some 
interest to Equity members to know who 
those incorporators were, as well as the 
purpose for which the Actors’ Society 
was formed. As to the latter the first 
paragraph of the articles of incorpora- 
tion read: 

“First, that the particular objects for 
which said corporation is formed are as 
follows, viz.: to promote and improve 
the actor’s calling and its conditions by 
mutual benefit, dramatic, artistic and 
social means.” 

The first directors of the Actors’ So- 
ciety, named in the articles, were F. F. 
Mackay, Mark Smith, Joseph W. Shan- 
non Sendelbeck, George D. Macintyre, 
William Lackaye, Mary Shaw Brisac, 
‘Frank Mordaunt Markham, Bernard A. 
Reinold, John Malone, I. A. Washburne, 
Fanny Janauschek, Harry Harwood, C. 
Leslie Allen, M. A. Kennedy and Helene 
Lowell Robb. 

These articles were signed and recorded 
with the secretary of state of New York 
State May 13, 1896. 

Of the players who made that applica- 
tion more than 36 years ago F. F. 
Mackay and Harry Harwood became

Battle Royal of 24 Candidates

“Our nominating system here is the 
so-called ‘direct primary,’ which means, 
in effect, that every candidate must 
make two campaigns, one for the nomi- 
nation in August and the second for the 
election in November. : 

“At the present time I am one of the 
18 men seeking the Republican nomina- 
tion, while six more desire to gain the 
Democratic indorsement. The winner of 
each group will fight it out in November. 

“But with the favorable publicity I 
have enjoyed from your pages there 
ought to be little doubt as to the iden- 
tity of the Republican standard bearer 
after August 30.” 

Well, Equity is relieved to find out 
what party Mr. Morgan seeks to repre- 
sent and for his platform there are the 
general principles of his party which are 
fairly common property. 

There seems to be a trumpet call 
(from Mr. Morgan himself) to all con- 
vinced Republicans in Equity'’s ranks in 
California.

Police Aren’t the Right Persons 


Altho introduced with understandable 
motives and intended to correct an un- 
doubted offense to good taste, if not to 
morality, Equity is still disinclined to 
approve of a proposed ordinance pre- 
sented to the Los Angeles city council 
by Mayor John C. Porter June 24. That 
resolution proposes that whenever it 
shall come to the knowledge of the 
police commissioner that persons con- 
nected with an immoral performance 
have been convicted it shall be the duty 
of the commissioner to order these per- 
sons to show cause why the license 
should not be canceled. 

“In response to such notice,” says The 
Los Angeles Examiner, “the persons in 
question must appear in not less than 
7 days and in not more than 10 days. 

“The police commission then shall 
inquire into the truth of the complaint. 

“Tf it is shown satisfactorily that the 
complaint is true, then it is provided 
that the police commissioner shall re- 
voke the license.” 

But the police commission in Los 
Angeles is either incompetent to judge 
of such matters or is subject to in- 
fluence by persons who are disqualified 
for such work. Its record in the case 
of the Lysistrata case is too recent for 
Equity to view its acquisition of these 
powers calmly. And so Equity is opposed 
to the proposed ordinance.

Our members are warned that they 
should report all contract violations im- 
mediately the violation occurs. Only re- 
cently one of our members called to regis- 
ter a claim for one week's salary due him 
from a company that closed three years 
ago. This member joined the company 
in question on a Monday night, and the 
company closed the following Saturday, 
when he was paid only one week's salary. 

Our contract provides for at least two 
weeks’ minimum salary. A member who 
works only one week is entitled to an 
additional week’s salary. However, we 
can accept no claims that are three years 
old. As a matter of fact, in a case of 
this kind it would be difficult to make 
collection had the claim been placed a 
month after the company closed. 


Most producing corporations are 
formed for one production only and the 
corporation is dissolved when the pro- 
duction closes. In the case of bonded 
companies, the management always asks 
for a release Of the bond within a few 
days after the closing of the production. 
If there are no existing claims against 
the company the bond is released. 


A member who comes in with a claim 
months-after closing has a claim against 
a corporation that no longer exists and 
a bond that no longer exists. 


Members who do not receive their sal- 
ary at the time it is due should report 
to the nearest Equity office immediately. 

The busy season in the employment 
bureau generally starts about the middle 
of July. Members should call in at the 
office and make sure that correct ad- 
dresses are On file. Members who are 
out of work should call at the office 
daily. 


It is possible that if some of the 
amateurs who are so anxious to get in 
the chorus understood theatrical condi- 
tions they would not be so anxious. While 
the Chorus Equity accepts as members 
only those inexperienced persons who 
have at the time of making application 
their first engagement, we have many 
requests for membership from amateurs 
all over the country. In practically every 
case the hopeful applicant asks just 
when he will be able to begin work. 


A number of experienced chorus people 
would like to have an answer to that 
question. Apparently it has not occurred 
to these hopeful young people that be- 
fore they can begin work there must be 
a musical comedy in production, that 
they must then stand their chances with 
hundreds cf experienced chorus people 
and that they must then rehearse ionr 
weeks without salary. Anpsrently the 
majority of them think that they can 
make application for a chorus engage- 
ment by mail and then start work and 
start drawing a salary immediately. 

Our members are again reminded tha’; 
they should be studying in the dancing 
classes now before the calls start. Many 
of our members are out of work. When 
the new productions start competition for 
engagements will be keener than ever. 
Insure yourself of work in the new sea- 
son by study now. 

On August 1 all mail received in the 
Chorus Equity office for our members 
prior to January 1, 1932, will be returned 
to the post office. A portion of this 
mail will be listed alphabetically in this 
column each week beginning next week 
Watch for the list and if we have mail 
for you ask to have it forwarded.

New 20” Tax Proposed 
On Shows in New Orleans 


NEW ORLEANS, July 11.—Fortier Bill, 
authorizing the Commission Council of 
New Orleans to levy a 20 per cent tax 
on all amusements for a period not to 
exceed two years for welfare purposes, 
was passed by the House of Representa- 
tives at Baton Rouge by a vote of 54 yeas 
to 21 nays. The bill as originally intro- 
duced applied to cities of 10,000 popula- 
tion. Representative Gilbert J. Fortier 
amended the measure so as to make it 
apply only to New Orleans. When op- 
position developed to it on the floor of 
the House, it was further amended so as 
to limit the maximum tax to 20 per cent 
of the admission price and to restrict it 
to two years. It was explained by Fortier 
that New Orleans recently voted a 
$750,000 bond issue to take care of the 
unemployed and some provision for wel- 
fare work must be made when the money 
from the bond issue is exhausted “within 
the next 12 or 13 months.” 


Street, New York. 


The Players of Providence have ac- 
quired the building of the Episcopal 
Church of the Savior’ at Benefit and 
Transit streets, Providence, for use as a 
clubhouse and theater, on a 10-year lease, 
and now intend converting the structure 
into a playhouse. The completed build- 
ing will “‘be known as the Barker Play- 
house, and the Piayers intend dedicating 
it November 10, if alterations can be 
completed by that time. Contributions 
from members will help the club to de- 
fray expenses of the construction. 

The alterations have been planned by 
John Hutchins Cady, and are estimated 
at $10,000. Bids have already been re- 
ceived from builders, and it is expected 
that the contract will shortly be awarded. 


H. E. McKinney, managing editor of 
The Dodge City (Kan.) Journal and act- 
ing president of the Little ‘Theater Play- 
ers of the same city, recently gave a talk 
on the little theater movement over Sta- 
tion KGNO. His speech, in part, was as 
follows: 

“There is a decided demand for stage 
entertainment on the part of the enter- 
tainment-loving populace. With the 
passing of the legitimate stage in all but 
the largest cities the little theater move- 
men has gained momentum to take the 
place of the road shows that no longer 
find it profitable to make annual cross- 
country tours after successful scasons on 
Eroadway. The old familiar opera houses 
that offered accommodations for travel- 
ing show troupes have been converted 
into movie palaces or leased or closed by 
the big motion picture corporations. For 
a few years, entertainment of the public 
has been in the hands of monopolies. 


“The theater today has been made too 
costly and it cannot live unless it can 
draw into it large crowds. Their lavish 
productions have cost vast sums of 
money and brought huge salaries to a 
few favorite actors. During the years, 
the artistic development among the rank 
and file of our young people has been 
slight—or shall we say ‘slighted’? 

“Certainly there is one change in the 
conditions of the theater which cannot 
be other than a cause of deterioration, 
and that is the great increase in the cost 
of productions. When the practice of 
any art becomes complicated by ques- 
tions of large sums of money, then the 
tendency of that art is to sink to its 
lowest level 

“The little theater movement now of- 
fers the solution to a @ital problem of 
this particular art. Our public schools, 
thru their music departments, their 
bands, orchestras, glee clubs and music 
contests, have kept alive the musical tal- 
ent of the younger generation despite tne 
fact that thousands have been thrown 
out of employment by commercialized 
entertainment getting into the hands of 
monopolies and ‘canned’ music taking 
the place of flesh-and-blood entertainers. 
The dramatic arts can be kept alive by 
the little theater organizations in the 
seme manner e 

“The Dodge City Little Theater Players 
deserve your support. They are noi or- 
ganized for profit. Any worth-while 
organization desiring to sponsor one of 
their productions and willing to guaran- 
tee the expense will find it possible to 
utilize this public-spirited group of 
young people whose chief interest is art 
and the development of artistic talent. 

“It is our prediction that the next dec- 
ade will witness a return to the legiti- 
mate stage, because drama and opera 
hold a place in the social world that 
nothing else can fill. When television is 
perfected, performances, vision as well as 
voice, will be broadcast directly from the 
stage. 

“There are four institutions which 
play a great part in the life of man: The 
home, the church, his education and his 
pleasure. 

“The home trains the child socially and 
in habits of industry. The school edu- 
cates him and fits him for the business 
or professional world. The church di- 
rects his religion and protects his morals. 
To the theater is left the task of supple- 
menting all three by giving him pleasure 
and amusement, directing him the 
proper expression of his thoughts and in 
the use of his leisure moments

“He is born in the home, he is sent 
to the church and the school, but he 
goes to the theater of bis own accord, 
and he should find there good, clean, 
entertaining amusement. The theater is 


an ancient ctable institution. 
May the curtain never descend upon its 
glory.” 
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Another Stone in the Circus Path 


NE of the greatest problems faced by 

the circus this season was the price to 

charge for admission that would at- 
tract the largest number of people possible 
under existing conditions and result in suf- 
ficient business to turn a profit. 


But few shows are operating with the 
old scale of prices. Some started out under 
that plan and later changed to a lower fig- 
ure. Others are charging rock-bottom fees, 
depending principally upon receipts from 
the reserved seats, privileges, concert and 
side show to make up for the low admission, 
and still others are working the merchant 
tie-up idea. 

The circus owner or manager must know 
best how to gauge his entrance fees, but 
he must be consistent. He must be fair 
with his public and not tolerate any prac- 
tice that would bring reaction against his 
show, or work to the detriment of others. 

It is hardly believable, but there is at 
least one circus charging four prices for 
reserved-seat tickets. The prices are 25 
cents, 50 cents, 75 cents and $1. Naturally, 
complaints have arisen from the public 
against such inconsistency where these 
prices prevailed. Such practice certainly 
should be frowned upon. The circus is 
facing enough difficulties without it. 

If a low admission price is essential to 
attract people to the show all well and 
good, but it is not doing the circus world 
any good when a patron has to pay an ex- 
cessive reserved-seat charge. 


And now there’s a circus tent named after 
Dexter Fellows, Ringling-Barnum’s chief kidder 
and praise sirger. All glory to those departed 
performers whose names are perpetuated dy Cire 
cus club chapters, but it is refreshing to have @ 
living—and popular—personality included. F. 
Darius Benham is credited with the idea, and the 
CSSCA with its sponsorship. 


Merging Magicians’ Societies 

HE only thing that can prevent the 

three leading magicians’ organizations 

from merging, either entirely or with 
the retention of their identities, is an overt 
movement on the part of persons whose 
private interests it would serve best if the 
groups remained apart. The movement to- 
ward amalgamation, started by The Bill- 
board, must succeed because it represents 
the logical solution to the difficulties con- 
fronting the fraternal aspects of magic. 
From all over the country and even from 
remote parts of the world have come letters 
directed to The Billboard’s editors com- 
mending the movement and expressing the 
conviction that amalgamation is a logical 
step and must not be hindered by petty 
strife and picayune politics. 


In its attempts to bring the member- 
chips of the Society of American Magicians, 
International Brotherhood of Magicians and 
International Magic Circle together The 
Billboard will not stubbornly adhere to a 
set formula. If it be found that the senti- 
ment of the majority of magicians is in 
favor of a merger for convention purposes 
only this will be the goal set. On the other 
hand, if it is determined by an exhaustive 
investigation that most magicians are amen- 
able to the erasure of present fraternal lines 
to clear thesway for a single organization 
catering both to the amateur and profes- 
sional this will be decided upon as the ob- 
jective. 

Unselfish leaders of the magical profes- 
sion are enthusiastic about the amalgama- 
tion or merger plan. Several among them 
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qualify their indorsement with the state- 
ment that “it’s going to be a hard job.” We 
remind them that nothing that is tied up 
with progress was ever accomplished with- 
out hard work. But the hardest part of the 
job has been accomplished. There isn’t a 
magician on the map who has not been ap- 
prised in some way about the merger move- 
ment. You can count on the fingers of one 
hand those who are definitely opposed to 
the project. This is a minority that can 
either be won over or disregarded entirely. 
7 makes little difference how it is disposed 
ot. 


The merging of the magicians’ organi- 
zations will be the greatest accomplishment 
effected in this field since American magi- 
cians became fraternity-conscious. Let’s all 
put our shoulders to the wheel. The Bill- 
board has been striving to bring together 
the constructive forces favoring the move. 
This it will continue to do. But it must 
have the whole-hearted assistance of the 
men whom it is seeking to benefit. Magi- 
cians, help yourselves by helping the mer- 
ger movement!

Seasons of Fewer and Better Plays 
AST summer, when the season ended 
and a survey of the past year’s activity 
was made, it was found that the plays 

in New York had been far fewer than in 

previous sessions, but had also, as far as 


been far better. 
was tentatively 


the general average went, 
At that time a prediction 
advanced—predictions are always danger- 
ous in the theater—that the season of 
1931-32 would see the same trend to an 
even greater degree. 


But for once a theatrical forecast has 
been borne out by fact. The definite statis- 
tics for the theatrical year now drawing to 
a close are still unavailable—there will still 
be a few more shows produced on Broad- 
way before the final reckoning can be made 
—but we are near enough to the season’s 
end to get a fairly clear picture of what 
has happened. 


It has, of course, been the worst season 
ever to hit a punch-drunk Broadway. Not 
only has the public, with disconcerting 
unanimity, refused to come to the theaters, 
but the general depression has affected the 
financing of shows, and even the national 
government stepped in to take a final body 
blow at the legitimate by its recently im- 
posed 10 per cent tax on all admissions. 


The season of 1931-32 saw the fewest 
number of plays produced on Broadway of 
any modern season. It saw, last week, a 
new Broadway low of 11 shows running. 
But when the statistics of hits and failures 
are finally compiled early in August it will 
probably be found that the number of hits, 
comparatively, has gone up. Broadway- 
farers are becoming more. careful of their 
theatrical fare, but when the right play 
comes along, depression or no depression, 
they will support it. 


And no season can be called a complete 
failure that has seen the production of such 
shows as “The Animal Kingdom,” “There’s 
Always Juliet,” “The Moon in the Yellow 
River,” “If Love Were All,” “Counsellor- 
at-Law,” “Of Thee I Sing,” “Springtime for 
Henry,” “The Warrior’s Husband,” “Re- 
union in Vienna,” “The Good Fairy,” “The 
Devil Passes” and various others. Not all 
of the plays mentioned will come in the 
category of hits at the final reckoning. 
But all of them were plays of which any 
season might be proud. 


It wouldn’t be a bad idea for legit house 
owners to take advantage of the present low 
labor charges and put their theaters thru a gen- 
eral overhauling. This in face of the owners’ cry 
that they have no available cash. The bankers 
are coming to realize that their investments in 
theater realty are heavy, and a word or two to 
them would make them realize that a few more 
dollars would be advisable to safeguard invest- 
ments and put the legit houses in the luxury class 
on a par with the de luzers. 


Those Dead Theater Marquees 


EAD marquees are still hanging over 

Broadway. With deplorable careless- 

ness the house managers are failing to 
take down the signs of closing shows after 
the theaters go dark. There are theaters all 
over town—one, particularly, plumb on 42d 
street—which are still advertising shows 
that passed on three months ago. ° 


Such lackadaisicality is just another 
mark against a theater that has to be on its 
toes constantly these days in order to sur- 
vive. 


Martin Beck, managing director of RKO vaude- 
ville, on returning from Europe recently, said: 
“The mediocre will not do today. Every une 
abroad is looking for the unusual and for bargains 
in entertainment, as in every other countrt.” 
And Martin Beck should know. What applies to 
vaudeville also applies to outdoor amusement. 
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Red Bank Union Complains 
Editor The Billboard: 


Monmouth County Players opened in 
the Elks’ Auditorium July 2 in The Road 
to Rome, starring Alice Brady, for an 
eight-week run of summer stock. The 
firm consists of Ben Hoagland, president; 
William A. Brady Jr., vice-president, and 
George Kondoff, secretary. 


Prior to their opening they asked the 
Red Bank IATSE, Local No. 536, for per- 
mission to bring their own carpenter 
(Fred Trado, Jersey City, Local 59) to 
work the show and build the scenery. 
Permission was granted. In order to give 
the Monmouth County Players a break 
the local union cut its scale more than 
half and reduced the working crew from 
seven men to three local boys and the 
man from Jersey City. 


The Red Bank Local co-operated in 
every way to make the engagement a 
success, and after working from 8 hours 
to 16 hours a day, for a week and a 
half, rigging the auditorium, building 
scenery, etc., they were discharged im- 
mediately after the opening perform- 
ance, Saturday, July 2, and an out-of- 
town non-union crew engaged. 

The scenic artist, Serge Edgerly, a 
member of the United Artists, refused to 
sympathize with the local boys and 
seemed to favor a non-union crew. He 
and his assistant are acting as stage- 
hands. Owing to talkies and the depres- 
sion this is the first opportunity the 
local boys have had to go to work in 
more than two years, and they don’t 
think they were treated squarely after 
the consideration they had shown 
toward the Monmouth County Players. 
Action is now being taken by the head- 
quarters of the IATSE.

Original Haverly’s Minstrels 
Editor The Billboard: 


To one who was born in the show-shop 
environment, whose first picture book 
was a book of lithos, who built block 
houses with “cuts” and whose first games 
were “givin’” shows and “blackin’ up,” 
among a riot of one-sheets, three-sheets, 
heralds, half-sheets, 8, 12, 20, 24-sheet 
stands, a billboard was a place to display 

aper. The days of huge litho displays 
and billboards are gone, except for the 
outdoor showman. However, the tradi- 
tion of the billboard survives thru your 
weekly. 

I have been reading The Forum for 
several years with interest and note sev- 
eral queries and statements regarding 
matters I am familiar with, so take this 
opportunity to write what may be of in- 
terest to your readers. 

Early this year an article containing 
the name of my father’s fatner, Harry J. 
Clapham, caught my eye, and in refer- 
ence to the subject (Haverly’s Min- 
strels) Frank Hatch, of Boston, seemed 
to have been correct, but some one took 
issue with him, and I heard no more 
about it. May I submit the following: 
Harry J. Clapham sang in Cal Wagner’s 
Minstrels in 1871. I have a ballad writ- 
ten by George Anderson, composer of 
Eglantine, etc, and dedicated to my 
father, Harry L, Clapham, Albany, N. Y., 
1872. In this year Haverly absorbed Cal 
Waener’s Minstrels. I have a ballad, 
Sing Me a Song cf My Norah, words by 
Frank Dumont, and sung by Harry J. 
Clapham, Haverly’s Minstrels, 1873. 

Haverly’s Minstrels, Harry J. Clapham, 
manager, opened in Portland, Me., Mav 4, 
1876; solos, Frillman, Ree, Rapier, Dixon: 
comics, Cool Burgess, Milt G. Barlow, 
George Wilson, Primrose and West, John 
Harris, Ad Ryman and others. 

In 1877 Jack Haverly and my grand-

Since Mr. Lyons suggests that this 
May be the new low, allow me to cite 
him the case of a well-known stock 
company of the South which this past 
winter drove many miles to fill a rotary 
stock date and paid each member of 
the cast the sum of five cents. The 
Same company not only had previously 
organized a company in which members 
were asked to;supply their own ward- 
robe, but to agsist in making wardrobe 
for an entire production, and this for 
their keep. 

The author was engaged the past win- 
ter in the South and worked for a 
salary (?) of from 10 cents a night to 
25 cents for a full-length show. On the 
only night we made more we celebrated 
by riding the two miles to our rooms! 
All of which doesn’t pay the butcher, 
the baker or candlestick maker, Or open 
the Playhouse in Poughkeepsie! 

Naughty, naughty, Joe! I did supply 
the makeup, and where have you ever 
worked that you didn’t have to furnish 
your own?

Sees Magi Societies Futile 
Editor The Billboard: 


“And the advancement of magicians as 
entertainers and breadwinners” is a line 
I liked in the “Sugar’s Domino” recent 
article. All that is necessary, according 
to Sugar’s philosophy, is the amalgama- 
tion of the three great magical fraterni- 
ties, do away with the need of trick 
merchants to advertise in more than 
one magazine, have only single dues to 
pay and be powerful enough to have 
a lobby in Washington to influence Con- 
gress in passing a bill that would com- 
pel each theater to have at least one 
magic act on the bill. 

It is my humble opinion that all 
magical societies can only be of interest 
to the amateur magician. That these 
societies never have and never will con- 
tribute anything to magic as a profes- 
sion. And that on a whole these ama- 
teur organizations have done consider- 
able damage to the art of magic, profes- 
sionally speaking, and will continue to 
do so. 

It is true that a few professional magi- 
cians take a more or less active part 
in these societies and in return obtain 
a certain amount of publicity. A few 
others are members, like myself, in order 
to be a good fellow or oblige a friend. 
But let us at least be honest about the 
matter. Let us admit that magic is a 
wonderful hobby and that it is great fun 
to meet other men who make magic a 
hobby. And that it is even more fun 
to do your pet tricks for him, and he for 
you. That these magic societies give 
these magic hokby enthusiasts a recep- 
tive audience when practicing their 
tricks and besides we should not over- 
look the thrill of being known to the 
townsfolk as President of the Mystic 
Square, or what have you. 

Magic in itself is not an art. A few 
performers have succeeded in making it 
an art. Magical societies can only hope 
to make cOmmonplace that which be- 
cause of its very nature needs to be 
cloaked with mystery. My personal wish 
is for fewer and smaller societies. But 
wishing won't do it And this letter 
won't do it. And if you ask me why I

Circus Owners Should Consider 
Matter of Registry Certificate 


AMITYVILLE, L. I., July 9. — When 
Charles T. Hunt, president of the Mo- 
torized Circus Owners and Agents’ Asso- 
ciation, was here Tuesday, he stated that 
“it is very important that all circus 
owners consider the matter of a certifi- 
cate of registry.” 

He further stated: “The certificate of 
registry is required by Articles 46 and 47 
of Regulations No. 43. The regulations 
provide that the proprietor of every cir- 
cus shall file an application for registry 
with the Collector of Internal Revenue 
of the district in which the headquarters 
of such show is located. The certificate 
of registry, as well as the daily record 
and the copy of each monthly return, 
must be carried along with the show and 
exhibited, on request, to the collectors of 
other districts or Internal Revenue 
Agents. 

“This provision of the regulations is 


quite strict, and in order to avoid difficul- 
ties I’strongly advise every circus owner 
to look into the matter at once. 

“Our associaion has sent a copy of 
Regulations No. 43 to each circus of 
which we have the address. If any circus 
has not received such regulations, please 
write at once to Melvin D. Hildreth, 
chairman of the Legislative Committee, 
Circus Fans Association, 719 Evans 
Building, Washington, D. C., from whom 
a copy may be obtained. 

“I also urge all circus owners to ad- 
vise me at once if they have any dif- 
ficulty in reference to the matter of the 
tax. If there are any complications, let 
the officers of the association know about 
it, so that we may take it up with Wash- 
ington. Our association was created to 
serve the circus and we stand ready to 
do everything possible to aid in these 
difficult times.”

Fireworks Flyer, Dead in 
Crash, Blinded by Flares 


CINCINNATI, July 9. — Failure of 
William Roseler, aviator, to wear heavy 
welding glasses when putting on his fire- 
works stunt at Coney Island night of 
July 2 is believed to have caused the 
accident which resulted in his plane 
crashing and his death. 


This information was given Coroner 
M. Scott Kearns by Gordon Mougey, who 
was following Roseler in another plane, 
and was corroborated by Thomas Warner, 
who was flying with Mougey, when they 
testified at the coroner’s inquest. Ac- 
cording to Mougey, because of glaring 
lights from flares used in the fireworks 
exhibition, Roseler had used heavy lens 
glasses such as are used by electric 
welders to protect their eyes, but when 
he went up Saturday night he wore only 
ordinary goggles. 

To set off the flares it was necessary to 
lean out of the plane and make connec- 
tion with dry-cell batteries, and it is the 
belief that when the flares blazed forth 
Roseler was blinded, lost control of the 
machine and it went into a nose dive 
from which he was unable to pull it out.

Pool Whirl

Getting something off one’s chest is 
always satisfying—except, of course, 
when it’s a mustard plaster. However, 
what I have to say this week will un- 
doubtedly prove both satisfying and 
stinging to those concerned. 

As this column is being written 
mutiny is brewing among employees of 
two well-known Eastern pools The 
owners of these tanks may not know it, 
but their entire staffs, from managers to 
locker boys, may walk out in a body any 
day now. And if that happens it will 
mark the first swimming-pool strike on 
record. 

The dissension in those ranks lies in 
the treatment the operators of the pools 
are giving their help. Far be it from 
me to intrude, but when this department 
was started it was so stipulated that it 
was a column for both pool owners and 
employees alike. Consequently, I think 


it’s only fair that both sides of the 


disagreement be recorded. 

First of all, the help feel they are 
being very much underpaid, but in view 
of conditions, and especially of the bad 
weather so far in the East, they are not 
grumbling over their small wages. What 
they want their superiors to do is to 
stop taking out bad weather grouches 
on them and to realize that a person 
can do only a limited amount of work 
in one day. 

On the other hand, these certain pool 
men are of the opinion that since the 
weather is against them their employees 
should by all means co-operate and help 
them cut down running expenses to the 
bone. But what they are forgetting is 
that at the same time they are running 
their employees to the bone. 

Lest other pool men in their quest to 
reduce overhead ignite the flames of dis- 
sension in their ranks, may I ask them 
to consider how it is humanly possible 
for a man to take care of water super- 
vision, life-guard duty and first aid all 
at the same time. Well, that’s exactly 
what these two Eastern pools are doing. 

Of course, it is only natural for one to 
want to cut down expenses when receipts 
are coming in slow. But do so with 
common sense and don’t break down the 
morale of your staff. For you'll find 
that in the long run it doesn’t pay. 

The office girl of one of the two pools 
in question was the first to walk out, 
then the press agent, and maybe the 
whole force next. I should like very 
much to hear from the owners of these 
two pools. Possibly they don’t realize 
the bad judgment they are using, or 
perhaps they disagree with what I have 
Said entirely and still feel they are right. 
At any rate, I’m sure we'd all like to 
hear their story. What do you say?

— Cambria 
County, where the annual fair, which for 
some years has been sponsored by 
Charles M. Schwab, retired steel magnate, 
is not to be held this year, will not be 
without a show, however. 


Mr. Schwab signed a contract with 
H. C. (Doc) Ingraham on July 5 for 
presentation of California Frank’s Rodeo 
on the Cambria County Fairgrounds 
here during week of August 1. Mr. Ingra- 
ham came here from New York City and 
met Mr. Schwab by appointment at the 
latter’s estate, Loretta, Pa., six miles 
from here. 


“There being no fair this year, they are 
bringing in the rodeo instead,” said Mr. 
Ingraham. “There are 100,000 people to 
draw from within a radius of 10 miles 
and this does not take in Johnstown, as 
that is 20 miles from Ebensburg. So 
California Frank’s Rodeo and Buck 
Taylor’s Cowgirl Band will play the 
‘Million-Dollar Fairgrounds,’ and will be 
the first private attraction ever to play 
the grounds. Mr. Schwab is going to 
help me promote and I will make several 
trips in and out. He is going to eat in 
the cookhouse and play with the cow- 
boys.” 

The rodeo is playing an engagement 
in Willow Grove Park, near Philadelphia. 
Cambria County Fair Association, headed 
by President Blair C. Seeds, early in the 
year began plans for a 1932 fair, but they 
later were canceled. 


World’s Fair Is To 
Show New Sky Ride 


CHICAGO, July 9.—Plans for a “sky 
ride” which will permit visitors to A 
Century Of Progress to travei in sus- 
pended glass and aluminum rocket cars 
200 feet in the air were disclosed yester- 
day by exposition officials. 

The rocket cars, eight in number, will 
run suspended from a four-cable track 
between two 600-foot towers located 
2,000 feet apart. They will make a con- 
tinuous trip, circling the towers, which 
will be higher than any Chicago sky- 
scraper and affording a view for miles 
in every direction. The cars will emit 
trails of colored steam like rockets’ tails. 

Sky riders will be carried to the car 
platform at the 200-foot level and to the 
observation platform. at the top of each 
tower by four speed elevators. The 
rocket cars will be 33 feet long, double- 
decked, with seats arranged lengthwise 
so passengers will face outward. Con- 
struction is to start as soon as a 30-foot 
working model can be constructed and 
studied for details. 


Mishawaka Centennial Pays 
For Itself, With a Balance 


MISHAWAKA, Ind., July 9.—The 1932 
Mishawaka Centennial Celebration cost 
$2,978.71, leaving a balance of $3.76 in 
bank, according to the auditor of Misha- 
waka Chamber of Commerce. Those in 
charge of the audit were Donald B. Smith, 
First National Bank; Milo Frederick, 
Mishawaka St. Joseph Loan & Trust 
Company, and Homer Doolittle, North 
Side Trust & Saving Bank, South Bend. 

It was estimated that about 72 per cent 
of cost of the centennial was spent 
locally, and no solicitation of funds from 
Mishawaka business men or industries 
was made. Concessions and other fyund- 
raising features paid for the celebration. 

Princess Mishawaka contest netted 
$1,203.76 and cost $607.52. Of the latter 
amount $350 was given in prizes. Free 
acts cost $325; pageant, $179.29; adver- 
tising, $372.68, and prizes in centennial 
parade, $110. Principal sources of income 
were $764.88 from commissions on rides 
and $607.52 from concession rentals.

HE fair’s appeal must be directly to 


the consumer and such appeal 

should be served up in the latest 
approved style and be of educational 
value. This was the gist of remarks by 
Secretary Raymond A. Lee, Minnesota 
State Fair, at a recent summer confer- 
ence in Minneapolis of the Minnesota 
Federation of County Fairs. 

He told of the “clinic” inaugurated at 
Minnesota State Fair which “furnishes a 
diagnosis of each application for entry 
or exhibit space. In the rfature of a pre- 
scription, we offer to the exhibitor a sug- 
gestion as to what we think the average 
fair visitor would be interested in seeing 
in connection with his proposed Gis- 
play. 


Mr. Lee said that “because of the fact 
that our present economic disturbance 
deals entirely with surpluses, exhibits 
must not only stress a program of more 
economical production of the commodity 
shown, but an appeal must be made to 
the consumer. When these things are 
accomplished, a profit producing sale of 
space will easily be obtained, and the 
fair visitor will leave the grounds with 
the knowledge that his time spent among 
the exhibits was well worth while.” 


PROGRAM instituted by North Mon- 
tana Fair management at Great 
Falls in 1931 to stimulate interest 

among rural communities of Cascade 
County has this year resulted in an in- 
crease of agricultural collective exhibits, 
which present indications show will be 
almost double those of 1931. 


Under this program three service clubs 
of Great Falls co-operated with the fair 
management by staging free entertain- 
ments in 12 rural communities. These 
shows netted the rural centers $546.85 
with which to finance agricultural exhib. 
its. There were 2,127 persons attending 
the 12 entertainments. In every instance 
money realized by the community fair 
committees will be sufficient to finance 
large exhibits at the fair. One com- 
munity, Eden, with an attendance of 210, 
netted $85 to lead the other 11 rural 
centers. Lower Sun River took in $84.25, 
and registered an attendance of 265. 
Smallest receipts of any community was 
$20. 

North Montana Fair board has in- 
creased size of the agricultural auditori- 
um by at least one-third. This addition- 
al space, with a new $16,000 agricultural 
building, gives this exposition one of the 
best equipped plants in the Northwest 
to handle farm exhibits. Premiums of 
$22,280.50 are being offered this year. 
A year ago $21,706.50 was offered, or less 
than is available to exhibitors this year. 
The management last year actually paid 
out $18,374 to 1.824 exhibitors from 30 
Montana counties and 10 States. There 
were 7,237 exhibits entered last year and 
present indications are that the 1932 fair 
will attract an even greater number.

Ben White's great colt, Brevere, took the 
opening heat in 2:02%4; Will Crozier 
brought Hollyrood Farm’s (Lexington, 
Ky.) Hollyrood Dennis thru to land the 
second trip in 2:02, then Caton brought 
his great filly to the front to nip the 
final two heats in 2:02% and 2:04. It 
was a great exhibition, the greatest of all 
time, and une that will ever remain fresh 
in the minds of all those that had the 
opportunity of witnessing it. It now is 
more than assured that the battles in the 
rich stakes and futurities this year by 
the colts will be greatest on record, for 
there are some five or six that are about 
as evenly matched as possibly could be. 


Parshall Again Winner 


Doc Parshall, driving ace from Urbana, 
O., scored another trotting triumph the 
second week, as he did the opening week, 
with Josedale when he won the coveted 
Tavern Stake in 2:03%, with the hand- 
some chestnut stallion. The past week 
he scored behind the rangy gelding, An- 
kabar, 2:013%4. This gelding, which was 
refused at the Chicago Sale some years 
back for a paltry $35 and now the prop- 
erty of the Peoria (Ill.) sportsman and 
breeder, H. J. Schmoeger, landed the Ohio 
Stake, one of the most sought after of 
the aged trotting stakes of the Grand 
Circuit. He won in straight heats, in 
impressive manner, lowered his record 
from 2:02% to 2:01% in his very first 
race, and looks to be headed for two- 
minute honors. Last year in Parshall’s 
hands he won eight of his nine engage- 
ments. He was named after Mr. 
Schmoeger’s three daughters, Ann, Kath- 
erine and Barbara, the name Ankabar 
representing the first two letters from 
each of the three names. 

Walter Britenfield, the tall Western 
trainer, showed up two mighty shifty 
pacers at the opening, Cold Cash, 2:01, 
who paced the fastest mile of the meet- 
ing to take the free-for-all pacers into 
camp without much trouble, and Logan 
Scott, 2, 2:08, who turned the tables on 
the two highly touted two-year-old 
pacers, Plucky Scott and His Majesty, and 
in trimming them a $10 result ticket on 
the colt refunded $164. Cold Cash in- 
cidently looks to be much the best of 
the free-for-all group that will do battle 
down the line this year. Two minutes at 
Randall the day he won looked to be 
within his capacity.

RENSSELAER, Ind., July 9.—Réin all 
but “licked” a Washington bicentennial 
and Fourth of July celebration presented 
here by Earle Reynolds and Nellie Done- 
gan, of skating fame. They staged a 
15-act vaudeville show in the big Taber- 
nacle that will long be remembered as 
one of the most sensational and beauti- 
ful shows Northern Indiana has seen.

States one-mile amateur champion, 
skated a one-mile exhibition against 
time before 1,500 skaters at Bear Moun- 
tain Park (N. Y.) Roller Rink on night 
of July 3. Three park officials clocked 
Gorman in 2 minutes 573-5 seconds, 
going 14 laps to the mile. The Eastern 
star was given a rousing reception by 
the crowd, mostly composed of vacation- 
ists and military academy students.

A recent picnic held at the park at- 
tracted 900 skaters to the rink. Admis- 
sion charges have recently been discon- 
tinued, which seems to increase attend- 
ance of skaters. When polo matches are 
played an admission of 10 cents will be 
charged spectators. Those desiring to 
skate before games will be admitted on 
skate tickets. 


“THERE IS AN old saying that ‘You 
can take the boy out of the country, but 
not the country out of the boy,’ and the 
same goes for skating, as I said I had 
quit five years ago, but here I am back 
again,” remarks Charles D. Dixon, the 
“Skating Jay Walker,” from Carlisle, Pa. 
“I am playing the sticks, but getting 
money helping out with a small rink 
about 14 miles from here and getting 
good crowds. Open four nights a week, 
with admission free and skates 15 cents 
per hour, and this plan is working o. k. 
Also, we are not charging the same for 
patrons who have their skates, as they 
are admitted for 10 cents per hour. The 
rink is open from 7 to 11 and patrons 
are given checks with the time they go 
on the floor and numbers are called 
every 15 minutes that the hour is up, 
tho there are a number that skate two 
and some three hours. There is a very 
nice rink here, near Carlisle, run by Mr. 
Morasco, and he is also skating very good 
crowds seven days a week. He just 
played Billy Carpenter and had very 
good crowds each night, despite the 
weather, and will say that he is a fine 
fellow and a showman. He did his long 
spin here for 5 minutes and 58 seconds. 
Jack and Blanche Carson also played 
here on their way back to the Coast and 
were well received. The rink is at 
Meadowbrook Park.” 


VIC SHANKEY, manager of Bear 
Mountain Park Roller Rink, Bear Moun- 
tain, N. Y., arranged some interesting 
races on night of July 3. His brother, 
Leslie Shankey, ran off with a half-mile 
Class B race in 1:371-5, six rivals of a 
tough field failing to head him off. 
Chick Williams and Walter Dolan de- 
feated Harry Thorbjornsen and Frank 
McLellan in a two-mile special Class A 
team race in the rapid time of 7:20 2-5 
Vic Shankey, the youthful rink manager, 
tore away with plenty of speed to win a 
Class A half-mile whirl in 1 minute 3114 
seconds, a track record. Al Pentasco 
struggled to fade out Harry Thorbjorn- 
sen for second place, the latter coming 
up a close third. Six other skaters were 
left far in the ruck. Another gripping 
half-mile Class A race was staged with 
Eddie O'Rourke the winner in just two 
seconds slower than Vic Shankey’s track 
record time. George Lutz, amateur ace 
of Fordham Rink, New York City, and 
Russell McKee, of Van Cortlandt Rink, 
New York City, were second and third, 
respectively. The feature program 
brought out three Class A teams for a 
three-mile race. Eddie O'Rourke and Al 
Pentasco, bearing the colors of the Inter- 
boro Skating Club, of New York City, 
won luckily in 11 minutes 15 seconds 
flat. The unlucky pair, who had the 
races easily in hand, lost out due to a 
costly fall suffered by Vic Shankey losing 
half a lap, which could not be regained 
in time, thereby gaining second position. 
George Lutz was the latter’s partner. 
The Van Cortlandt combination of Rus- 
sell McKee and Dick Maer also had 
falls, which put them so far behind that 
they were lapped at third place. Four- 
teen laps was the measured mile. Judges 
were Harry Rose and Jack (Frenchy) 
Adams. Tom Hanlon was chief an- 
nouncer. A return three-mile Class A 
team contest with the same boys is 
scheduled for July 18. Bear Mountain 
Rink skates continuously from 10 a.m. 
to 10:30 p.m. daily for the summer. Ice 
skating on the same floor goes on in 
winter, there being an ice-freezing plant 
equipped beneath the portable floor. 
Fully 100 skaters traveled in the Inter- 
boro Club bus and private cars to the 
mountain resort, making the initial meet 
a success. This is the second summer 
the rink has had roller skating with 
capacity attendances. The rink is gov- 
erned by New York State, Manager 
Shankey having obtained permission from 
the State to feature professional races 
late in the season. In the meantime 
there will be amateur events every 
Sunday night during summer.

spectacle later in arrival of two young 
Stanley cranes. The cranes now are nest- 
ing in the “African swamp,” and Mr. 
Crane may be seen guarding the nest. 


It is so unusual tir Stanley cranes to 
breed in captivity that John T. Millen, 
Zoo director, had never seen their eggs 
until he discovered two in the nest of the 
Detroit pair, he said. In addition to the 
young animals the Zoo has acquired some 
Cuban flamingos, distinguishable from 
the cthers by their bright scarlet feathers. 


SYRACUSE. — Burnet Park now has 
the first leopard born in Syracuse. The 
cub was seen for a second or two by at- 


tendants before the leopardess took it 
back into hiding. Special care is being 
taken to raise the baby. Dan Hanly, 
curator of the animal collection, says 


young leopards are seldom kept alive in 
captivity. A 40-pound snapping turtle 
has been presented to the Zoo by two 
Syracusans, who caught it with hook and 
line near Fulton. 


CINCINNATI — Two of the Zoo's 
barasingha, or swamp deer, stampeded 
by fireworks, were killed on July 4. One 
led police and 500 persons an hour's 
chase, during which it suffered injuries 
which caused its death. The animals, 
being good breeders and exceptional 
among their kind in caring for their 
young, were worth $200 each. Each had 
a fawn which also was injured during 
the stampede. Two weeks ago, in antici- 
pation of the Zoo's fireworks display, 
park attendants tried to drive the deer 
into a building. But deer, like elephants, 
have long memories, according to Joe 
Stephan, assistant superintendent, and, 
remembering the terrors within the 
building last July 4, refused to be driven. 
As a last resort 10 men repeated the 
attempt to corral the animals on the 
morning of July 4, but as they were 
closing in on the herd a firecracker ex- 
ploded in a near-by street and the 
stampede was on. A buck tried to leap 
the fence, but was caught im the wire 
and dropped back into the corral. One 
doe got over the fence and fell on 
its head, breaking its neck. The second 
doe, after clearing the fence, ran out the 
auto entrance, dodging cars, until it 
found a_ thicket. It died while it 
was being taken back to the Zoo in a 
truck. Stephan believes fireworks dis- 
plays at the Zoo may have to be discon- 
tinued because of the effect on the 
animals. Attendants had to remain in 
the houses most of the night quieting 
inmates. Skylights were covered to 
shut out the light of aerial fireworks. 
“Gimpy,” the pygmy elephant; the 
giraffe and the large elephant were 
especially nervous. About 15 years ago 
a giraffe at the Zoo was so unnerved by 
the fireworks that it died next day. 
Stephan said results of the nerve strain 
might appear in the animals months 
from now. 


FORT WORTH, Tex.—New arrivals at 
Forest Park Zoo include three leopard 
kittens and a pair of year-old jaguars. 
They were received from Dallas Zoo in 
trade for an elk and two sacred cows. 


PARIS—A large shipment of animals 
arrived last week for the public zoos in 
Jardin des Plants and Bois de Vincennes. 
Among animals were a pair of giraffes, 
two lions, eight leopards, five panthers, 
three buffaloes, antelopes, ostriches, 
monkeys and others. A dwarf hippo- 
potamus from Liberia was recently added 
to the zoo in Bois de Vincennes. 


STOCKHOLM—The well-known open- 
air museum of Skansen recently opened 
a new cageless bear park, surrounded by 
a wide moat, on a large tract of land, 
provided with every convenience for the 
king of the Northern forest, such as birch 
trees, meadows, crevices in the rocks and 
numerous pools. The King of Sweden and 
several members of his family attended 
opening ceremonies of this model bear 
park, said to be largest and most up-to- 
date in the world. Much popular interest 
has been aroused in the Swedish capital 
by this innovation, which attracts 
thousands of spectators.

Latlip Shows

West Virginia inundation 
is cause of property dam- 
age and loss of Fourth 


CLENDENIN, W. Va., July 8.—Every 
effort is being made to restore and repair 
equipment of the Latlip Shows, which 
encountered a severe flood here on July 
4. Besides property damage, the Fourth 
of July business, usually large in this 
community, was a total loss. 

Capt. Latlip, owner of the shows, and 
his crews worked all night in water waist 
deep moving organs and house cars of 
the show lot to safety on higher ground. 
An all-day rain on the Fourth was fol- 
lowed by the worst flood in years in this 
section. The local committee, under 
which Capt. Latlip’s shows were playing, 
offered every possible co-operation.

untoward move will kill their chances 
forever with the station in question, the 
artists haven’t the least idea of what 
they are going to do for money over the 
summer months. 


Artists who have spent years in study- 
ing voice or music, and acknowledged to 
be of the finest type available, are con- 
sequently in the position of walking out 
on the networks and incurring a bad 
reputition in the eyes of the program 
directors, or going along on a dead gam- 
ble that an unexpected sponsor will sud. 
denly pop up and insist upon them and 
no other, or that enough occasional pri- 
vate entertainment bookings will crop 
up from somewhere. Several well-known 
ether entertainers have been living on 
pick-up money derived from enthusiastic 
dial turners of wealth phoning in for the 
artist to come up to the house and sing 
or play their favorite tunes. 

Thus, rather than lay off and lose out 
with their radio audience, or the sta- 
tion officials, the majority of the sus- 
taining artists and acts are resigned to 
their fate and will hope for miracles, 
while they entertain over the air for 
nothing, and that the artists’ bureau 
and prégram directors will really strive 
to sell them to a —

Nettie Burk 


The death of Nettie Burk in 
her apartment in a First avenue, 
New York, tenement July 2 
marked the passing of a famous 
bareback rider, reputed to be the 
oldest survivor of the premiere 
equestriennes of half a century 


ago. She had passed her 90th 
year. Death came peacefully as 
she slept. 


Nettie Burk was rated as one 
of the most daring and graceful 
equestriennes of her generation. 

he was a featured attraction 
with P. T. Barnum’s “Greatest 
on Earth” 60 years ago. The 
daughter of a horsebreeder she 
learned her first riding tricks on 
her father’s farm at Stony Fort, 
N. J. Her first entry into the 
professional ring was 72 years 
ago, riding bareback in a small 
circus traveling out of New York 
when women bareback riders 
were almost unknown. She at- 
tracted the attention of Adam 
Forepaugh, who signed her for a 
seascn. 

Barnum took her away from i 
Forepaugh. She toured Europe, 
appearing in all the foreign 
capitals. Later she organized her 
own act, a troupe including 
horses, trained dogs and a clown, 
but falling in love with a bar- 
tender named Jackson, she mar- 
ried him and shortly afterward 
abandoned her act and quit the 
circus. 

A few years later Jackson died. 
She disappeared from public view 
for some years. She worked at 
various jobs until she was 68, 
hiding her identity. Friends who 
found her in want enlisted the 
aid of the Actors’ Fund and in 
recent years she had been cared 
for by the Fund. Arrangements 
for the funeral were directed by 
the Actors’ Fund and the body 
was interred at Goshen, N. Y. 


COLTON—Frank, 68, of the Coltons, 
passed away at his home in Newark, N. J., 
July 1. He was well known in the show 
business and prominent as a black-face 
comedian. He was formerly of the team 
of Colton and Hanson; also Colton and 
Winchell, and with the Winchell Sisters. 
He started in the business at the age of 
16 with Lew Hawkins as a song and dance 
team. He was a member of F. C. Whit- 
ney’s Johnny Come Marching Home Com- 
pany, playing the part of Uncle Tom. He 
was well known in the vaudeville, bur- 
lesque and dramatic fields and had many 
friends in the theatrical world. Colton 
never was out of touch with his chosen 
profession. Since the retirement of the 
Coltons from the stage, he had been 
employed as doorman at the Court Thea- 
ter, Newark. He is survived by his widow, 
Theresa, and his daughter, Elsie (Sunny) 
Colton, and a brother, William. The re- 
mains were cremated at the Rose Hill 
Crematory near Linden, N. J., July 4. The

nues from gasoline taxes is a question 
which would prove a poser for those who 
are attacking highway mileage in the 
interests of rail carriers. 

A significant fact is that private in- 
terests are willing to finance the con- 
struction and operation of strictly toll 
highways, such projects being raised 
from time to time thruout the country. 
The willingness of private interests to 
finance these activities is based upon 
the well-established fact that motorists 
will pay for the use of any improved 
road, making its creation one of the 
soundest of investments, according to 
Charles M. Upham, engineer-director of 
the American Road Builders’ Association, 
who added: “However, it is because of 
the capacity of good highways to pay 
immediate dividends that public owner- 
ship is so universally demanded and why 
privately built and operated toll roads 
are so widely frowned upon. An analysis 
of the earning power of a good road as 
reflected in gasoline tax revenues Clearly 
establishes the wisdom of public owner- 
ship, as well as the road for expansion 
of our highway system.” 

T. H. Cutler, president American Road 
Builders’ Association, said the profits 
from 700,000 miles of improved roads in 
the United States have been estimated 
as high as $2,000,000,000 annually, these 
profits representing the savings Over 
what travel would have cost had these 
country roads remained in an unim- 
proved state. He said it is estimated 
that at least half of the 180 billion miles 
of travel based on gasoline consumption 
of 15 billion gallons at 12 miles per 
gallon for each vehicle last year was on 
the improved roads in the United States. 


This furnishes something on which to 
base an estimate of the approval of 
citizens of this country of modernly 
built highways. 

With motorized circus and carnival 
transportation, therefore, only in its in- 
fancy, and with the value of the same 
illustrated by those circus and carnival 
outfits which already have taken to the 
highways, executives of the same should 
not fail to cite figures in support of 
highway use by trucks, the biggest users 
of gasoline, and as a result the agency 
which most makes possible improved 
roads for all of the people.

made the best teacher of all for those 
who would keep alive and progressive in 
any business. Experience in fact seems 
to become too much like an ingrowing 
toenail unless it is given the broadening 
viewpoint of wide observation Of other 
men and methods in the trade. 


There are a number of men in the 
trade, commonly regarded as rich in 
coin-machine experience, and yet when 
sounded out, have simply become in- 
grown—not keeping step with the mod- 
ern pin-game era. So summer days may 
profitably be used to look the situation 
over, the lay of the land, new fields 
of expansion, methods of operating used 
by others, types of locations, what the 
location owners themselves are doing 
and how the public itself is reacting 
toward automatic games. There is plenty 
to see when we assign ourselves the job 
of looking arcund. 

Friends who have taken trips out 
into resort territory return to tell me 
that in many attractive fields, such as 
in the lake region of Wisconsin, there 
is only about 50 per cent coverage of 
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coin machines. That the resort territory 
may still be called virgin territory, await- 
ing adventurous operators to bring in 
the automatic games, or else some local 
man to get into the operating business 
himself. Such reports have even come 
from men who have taken trips thru 
the smaller cities and towns of Indiana 
and Illinois; then another traveler will 
report that every city and burgh that 
he sees is filled with coin machines. It 
is true that we cannot all see alike 
and that makes observation all the more 
interesting. 

As the situation now stands, a sum- 
mary of all rumors and reports good and 
bad, would suggest that many large 
cities, particularly those in which there 
are many manufacturers, are already 
overloaded with machines and operators 
(altho occasionally some _ enterprising 
fellow shows up even in coin-machine 
towns like Chicago and swears that good 
locations are waiting for all the games 
he can afford to buy). The optimism 
of such men is to be greatly appreciated 
because there are men apparently born 
with that something which enables them 
to get a favorable place and succeed in 
any business, no matter how crowded. 
But the average man might as well ad- 
mit that there are some cities overcrowd- 
ed at present with operators, as well as 
manufacturers. The summer heat no 
doubt will melt the stickability of some

of these and the fall season will find 
plenty of working room. 

While certain of the large cities may 
be crowded with men and machines, that 
cannot be said of all the smalier cities 
and operating territory over the country. 
It would seem rather that there is a 
shortage of buying power in the smaller 
centers of population. Many an operator 
says that he could very well use many 
more games, but that he cannot raise the 
cash with which to buy them. These 
smaller centers have felt the pinch so 
that people in general are clinging to 
their pennies even and do not put them 
in the machines. Hence the operator is 
limited in his cash for making purchases 
of new machines. It is highly probable 
that much of the resort territory will 
come to the end of the season not over- 
crowded with games. It appears that 
only those places and sections in which 
resort Owners and managers themselves 
were forward and went out looking for 
automatic games have been covered 
fully. There are outdoor places near the 
large centers, of course, that have been 
fully covered even before the automatic 
trade waked up to the possibilities in 
the resort and outdoor fields. 

These observations are not based on an 
accurate survey of the country, but 
simply personal opinion based on reports 
and correspondence from men within 
and without the trade. Heretofore Au- 
gust has been the month for getting into 
the swing of fall business, both for the 
operator and the manufacturer. July 
dullness is nothing new, except that this 
year is marked by the operator finding 
himself decidedly limited in his buying 
power along with everybody else. When 
vacaton season is over there will still be 
plenty of territory to cover and a big 
replacement market will also be opening 
up. Coin-machine men may mark July 
as ending the boom period in pin games 
and as the teginning o7 a settled period 
of merchandising automatic games to the 
public. 

7 * . 

Next to the general financial condition 
of the country as a whole the future 
of automatic games will largely be de- 
termined by the way manufacturers and 
operators co-operate in educating the lo- 
cation owner and the public to the use 
and enjoyment of coin-operated amuse- 
ment machines. There is_ intrinsic 
amusement value all right in both table 
and counter games. Enough time has 
elapsed to prove that. Cabinet games, 
whether table, upright or counter model, 
may be considered as possessing perma- 
nent amusement possibilities, tho fash- 
ions may come and fashions may go in 
regard to the playing boards used in 
these cabinets. It appears now that the 
simple pin game as such is a thing of 
the past, but there need be no mourning 
for this game that made history. The 
principle of pin obstructions is still here 
in many adaptations of greater appeal to 
the playing public. 

. 


Studies in Locations—Two table type 
pin games in a high-class gift and toy 
shop; shop located on first floor of one 
of the largest office buildings in a large 
city, with opening on main hallway, 
where passersby were numerous. Articles 
in the shop only appeal to a small class 
of people and particularly women, hence 
the patronage of the store would not 
ordinarily be considered favorable for 
table games. One of the games is a 
high-grade table pin game with nickel 
chute, the other a smaller table game 
offering 7 shots for 1 cent. Both stand- 
ard games, however, the smaller one is 
not popularly known on the market and 
n iy frankly be considered as a second- 
rate machine. The manager of the store 
is an attractive girl of 22 and evidently 
a good saleslady for the line of gifts 
and toys. But she quickly admitted that 
she had no interest in the games and 
really wished they were out, only the 
owner of the shop happened to be an 
operator of decided ambitions in coin 
machines. The girl apparently gave no 
encouragement at all to any person who 
approached the games as a prospective 
player, and questions about them were 


answered briefly without an encourage- 
ment to play them. The owner of the 
shop had three other concessions in the 
building, and locations in other build- 
ings which were quite successful and 
very strongly promoted. In two other 
locations he offered five prizes for cer- 
tain scores on each game, the first prize 
in each case being $10 in trade. He had 
placed the two games in the gift shop 
with the idea of trying them out to see 
if the type of customer coming ino the 
shop could be interested in playing table 
games. 

The girl clerk and one of the tables 
were decidedly unfavorable to developing 
interest of gift-shop patrons in playing 
pin games. Furthermore, no prizes were 
offered in this location, altho the opera- 
tor depended on very attractive prizes 
to promote big play in other locations, 
Gifts and toys in the shop would have 
made admirable prizes for these games. 
There were evidences that, altho the 
operator stated that he was trying out 
the type of location, he had been strong- 
ly urged by manufacturers to give their 
games a trial, and, having games going 
well on other locations, he had accepted 
the games and placed them in this shop 
which he owned simply to let them take 
care of themselves. If they made money, 
well and good; if they got poor play, 
the manufacturer could take them back. 
It would have been interesting to see, 
had the clerk and the operator himself 
taken interest in these games, if they 
could have been used to promote the sale 
of gifts and toys by the offering of suit- 
able prizes. 

. . 

Pat A. Tronard, among others, writes 
from New Orleans for more detailed in- 
formation about the device patented by 
C. A. Hinzenberg. This is a promising 
contrivance shaped like a cocktail shaker 
and used for promoting sales, etc. The 
device is now thru the development 
stage, but will require considerable pro- 
motion to get it on the market.

John B. Alcorn, of Detroit, writes that 
some of his spots have asked for auto- 
matic phonographs or music boxes of 
some kind, and he wants us to refer his 
name to some good manufacturer. Auto- 
matic phonographs have reached a high 
state of perfection, and it is always en- 
couraging to find operators who use a 
few of these high-grade instruments. 
There are a number of reputable manu- 
facturers making them. I venture the 
opinion that Operator Alcorn makes it 
a rule to sell himself completely to his 
locations by giving them what they 
want. That is a much better rule than 
trying to convince a location that it does 
not need a coin phonograph.

Operator Frank Miller, of Irvine, Ky., 
writes in detail about a situation in his 
county in which supposedly county offi- 
cials are trying to collect a tax of $5 on 
each machine. They are using an old 
statute of 1906-’20 which refers in a way 
to carnival games. The report which he 
gives smacks like a local racket, but if 
other operators are bothered with the 
same trouble, Miller would like to get 
in touch with them. We will be glad 
to refer all information to him.

Frank Jackson, president of the Auto- 
matic Sales Company, Minneapolis, 


writes, among other things, to this ef- 
fect: “We are back of The Billboard 100 
per cent in getting manufacturers and 
jobbers to call a halt in advertising 
operator’s price in magazines and cir- 
culars where everybody can see it.

on locations. The manufacturer and 
the operator who continue much further 
without some definite plans for promot- 
ing and merchandising automatic amuse- 
ment to the public will soon be a detri- 
ment to the trade. Manufacturers, job- 
bers and operators must come to the 
rescue of the location owner with defi- 
nite ideas for keeping up the play. 


Well, the new postage rates are in 
effect now, and, besides adding to the 
expense of writing letters, the new rates 
also affect operators and owners of the 
postage stamp vending machines. These 
machines are seen in drug stores, at 
cigar counters, in hotels, etc., and vend 
two 2-cent stamps or four l-cent stamps 
for a nickel. A postal Official suggests 
that the vending people may be able 
to persuade the public to use a 2-cent 
and 1-cent stamp to get the combination 
of 3 cents, and in that way keep the 


postage vending machines still going. 


People will do it, of course, in an emer- 
gency, but it does work a hardship on 
the stamp-vending machines.

The new skyrocket car ride concession 
has recently been let for the 1933 Cen- 
tury of Progress exposition for Chicago, 
anticipated as a million-dollar conces- 
sion. A move was started some time ago 
to get the concession for coin amuse- 
ment machines and also to get a special 
display of coin-operated machines in the 
exposition. But no news of this move- 
ment has been given to the public lately. 
Negotiations were under way for months 
to finally make arrangements for the 
skyrocket® car feature. Concessions in 
the exposition are of such vast impor- 
tance that much time and organization 
work must be done in order to get final 
contracts. It is hoped that a definite 
place will be found for coin-operated 
machines for the publicity value that 
will be given them. 


An Associated Press news item was 
given to the daily press last week which 
stated that Saul Erlich, of Newark, N. J., 
had filed a receivership suit against the 
Consolidated Automatic Merchandising 
Corporation. It was stated that this 
firm Operates about 80,000 weighing and 
vending machines in drug and cigar 
stores in various sections of the country. 
The Camco organization has had an 
important history and a big influence 
upon the acceptance of merchandising 
machines in this country. Admittedly, a 
heavy promotion idea of the balmy days 
of 1928 and 1929, it is unfortunate that 
the most gigantic undertaking in the 
vending-machine field should go on the 
rocks financially. Many valuable lessons 
have accrued to the trade from the ex- 
perience and promotion of this organiza- 
tin which should be carefully studied 
by all others who undertake to enter the 
vending-machine field on a large scale. 
Meanwhile, there is a large group of in- 
dependent manufacturers who are build- 
ing successful vending and merchandis- 
ing machines, and this branch of the 
trade is slowly building its way to 1 
proportions in the automatic field.

Canada Supreme Court Ruling 


In Candy-Token Vending 


As the result of several requests from 
its readers for a copy of the decision of 
the Supreme Court of Canada at Ottawa, 
Ont., handing down judgment to the 
operator of a candy vending machine 
with token attachment, The Billboard 
gives below the full details of the case 
as Officially printed in the Supreme 
Court section of Canada Law Reports. 
The decision was made May 27, 1931: 
SARENO ROBERTS, APPELLANT, 

AND 
HIS MAJESTY THE KING, 
RESPONDENT 
APPEAL FROM THE COURT OF 
APPEAL FOR MANITOBA 
Criminal law—Keeping common gaming 
house—Automatic vending machire 
—Cr Code, ss. 226, 229, 986 (2), 986 
(4) (as amended, 1930, c. 11, s. 27). 

Accused had on his premises an auto- 
matic vending machine in which cus- 
tomers placed a five-cent coin, pulled a 
lever, and received from the machine a 
package of candy, with or without 
“slugs” (varying in number) which had 
no commercial or exchangeable value, 
but might be used to operate the ma- 
chine to show printed legends for amuse- 
ment only (no candy being emitted). 
The candy package emitted for the coin 
deposited was such as that sold over 
the counter for 5 cents, and on the sale 
of the candy emitted the accused made 
a profit. 

Held (reversing judgment of the Court 
of Appeal for Manitoba): Accused was 
not guilty, under the Criminal Code, of 
keeping a common gaming house. Cr. 
Code, ss. 226, 229, 986 (2), 986 (4) (as 
amended, 1930, c.

APPEAL from the judgment of the 
Court of Appeal for Manitoba, affirming 
the conviction of the appellant by R. B. 
Graham, Esquire, Police Magistrate at 
Winnipeg, Man., “for that he the said 
(appellant) at the city of Winnipeg 
aforesaid on or about the 17th day of 
April, A.D. 1931, did unlawfully keep a 
disorderly house, to wit, a common gaming 
house at 605 Corydon avenue, in the city 
of Winnipeg, contrary to the form of tne 
statute in such case made and provided.” 


The following statement of facts had 
been agreed on by the informant and 
the accused: 

“1, That on the 21st day of April, 
A.D. 1931, an Information and Com- 
plaint was laid by the Informant before 
Fred E. Law, one of His Majesty’s Jus- 
tices of the Peace for the Province of 
Manitoba, charging that the said accused 
at the City of Winnipeg, in the Province 
of Manitoba, did on or about the 17th 
day of April, A.D. 1931, unlawfully keep 
a disorderly house, to wit, a common 
gaming house at 605 Corydon avenue in 
the said City of Winnipeg, contrary to 
the provisions of the Statutes in such 
case made and provided. 


“2. That on the 17th day of April, 
A.D. 1931, a search warrant was proper- 
ly and legally issued by R. B. Graham, 
Esquire, a Police Magistrate in and for 
the Province of Manitoba under the 
powers conferred by Section 641 of the 
Crimina' Code of Canada. 


“3. That the said Warrant was dul 
executed on the said 17th day of April, 
A.D. 1931, and on the said premises of 
fhe accused was found in operation an 
automatic vending machine which is 
filed as Exhibit 1 in this case and which 
customers were allowed and invited to 
use and operate. 


“4. The said machine may be Oper- 
ated by placing a five-cent coin or 
a slug which is a perforated metal disc 
in a slot at the top of the machine and 
pulling down a lever attached to the side 
of the said machine. 


“5. On pulling down the lever, three 
discs, which can be seen thru a glass 
covering in front, revolve and when they 
come to a stop display printed legends 
or sentences, such printing being on 
various colored squares on each of the 
three discs. 


“6. That in every instance that a 
five-cent piece is deposited in the slot 
of the machine and the lever pulled the 
interior mechanism of the machine is 
put in motion and a package of candy is 
emitted. The package of candy so emit- 
ted ‘is identical with the package of 
candy which the accused sells over the 
counter for five cents. In operating the 
automatic vending machine either with 
a coin or a slug the machine may or may 
not emit certain metal discs or slugs 
varying in number from 2 to 20 depend- 
ing upon what point the revolving 
wheels may come to rest, which discs or 
slugs remain the property of the ac- 
cused. In some instances no slugs are 
emitted. These slugs or tokens have no 
commercial or exchangeable value, but 
may be used by the customer to operate 
the machine and when it is so operated 
with a slug or token, it shows across the 
cylinders of the machine a_ printed 
legend more or less humorous for the 
amusement of the customer, but, the 
use of the slug or token will not re- 
sult in the operator receiving any candy. 
No candy is emitted when slugs are used. 

“7. That printed in the front of the

“This machine is for the sole purpose 
of vending candies and _ confections. 
Tokens received from this vendor are of 
no cash or trade value, but may be used 
to play this vendor for the customer's 
amusement only. No candies or confec- 
tions vended for amusement tokens. 

“8. This machine, Exhibit 1, is owned 
by the accused, who is the owner of the 
premises at 605 Corydon avenue, in the 
city of Winnipeg, in Manitoba, and such 
premises are occupied by the accused for 
the purpose of carrying on the business 
of a confectioner. 

“9. That on the 17th day of April, 
A. D. 1931, an officer of the City of Winni- 
peg Police Force operated said machine 
and deposited with each operation a 
5-cent coin in the slot of the machine, 
for which he received a package of candy 
for every 5-cent piece deposited. 

“10. That as a result of the said opera- 
tion of the said machine the.constable 
received in addition six slugs which had 
been discharged from the said machine. 

“11. That the said officer offered the 
said slugs to the accused in exchange for 
merchandise, and that the said accused 
informed the officer that the said slugs 
had no trade or exchangeable value, but 
that they could only be used to operate 
the machine.” 

The note of the judgment of the Court 
of Appeal for Manitoba, upholding the 
conviction, was as follows: 

On the admissions filed and on the 
further admission that there was profit 
to the accused on the sale of the candy 
emitted by the automatic vending ma- 
chine, the appeal is hereby dismissed. 

The appellant, on application to a 
judge of the Supreme Court of Canada, 
under the provisions of s. 1025 of the 
Criminal Code, R. S. C., 1927, c. 36, was 
granted leave to appeal to this court. 

The sections of the Criminal Code in- 
volved were sections 226, 229, 986 (2) and 
$86 (4) (as amended by s. 27 of c. 11, 
1930). 

The Court of Appeals for Manitoba had 
previously given a decision in Rer v. 
Freedman (1), which it followed in the 
present case. A conflicting decision was 
the judgment of the Appellate Division of 
the Supreme Court of Ontario in Rez v. 
Wilkes (2), which was relied upon by the 
appellant in the present case.

After hearing arguments by counsel for 
the appellant and for the respondent, 
and without calling on counsel for the 
appellant in reply, the court delivered 
judgment orally, allowing the appeal and 
quashing the conviction, adopting the 
reasons for decision in Rez v. Wilkes (2), 
supra.

Old-Time Showmen 


By CHARLES BERNARD 


One of the interesting events connect- 
ed with circus affairs during 1882, and 
because of its unusual nature fits into 
the memoirs of 50 years ago, after the 
close of the regular season of “The Great. 
est Show on Earth,” and it was housed in 
the winter quarters at Bridgeport, Conn., 
Barnum, Bailey, & Hutchinson published 
in The New York Clipper and sent out 
announcement to circus owners and show 
profession generally arly in November 
that “Third Grand Annual Sale of Valu- 
able Show Property” at private sale was 
on, and they were prepared to equip com- 
plete a new circus and menagerie or re- 
plenish the stock and equipment of 
showmen already in the business. 

The list of miscellaneous circus, me- 
nagerie and museum property advertised 
as on hand, in first-class condition, and 
for sale was perhaps the greatest offering 
of diversified show equipment offered for 
sale by one firm in the history of circus 
business up to that time, or even in the 
50 years that have passed since 1882. In 
the list of menagerie animals, which in- 
cluded almost everything from elephants 
to monkeys and fancy plumaged birds, 
there were two giraffes, two Asiatic ele- 
phants, two African elcphants, two sea 
lions, six double-humped and four single- 
humped camels, cage animals, kangaroos 
and ostriches. In “Museum Stuff” there 
were 31 items, ranging from a giass dress 
to a balloon-inflating machine. The list 
of museum and side-show paintings in- 
cluded a torture of the Inquisition, a 
painting of the “White Moor”; painting 
of the “Catapult,” 36x10; painting of 
the armless man, one of the bearded 
lady, one of the-Zouave Drill and many 
others that represented featured exhibits 
of all sorts of freaks and curios of the 
Barnum period. 


The offering in cages included one 
rhinocerous den, No. 49, and one giraffe 
cage, No. 73, along with numerous two- 
horse cages listed by numbers. In rail- 
road cars, three were listed as stock cars, 
eight flat cars and two sleepers. Tents 
offered seemed to be a complete outfit 
of a real circus and menagerie; main 
circus tent was a 216-foot round top, 
with three 54-foot middle pieces. Me- 
nagerie tent was 100-foot round top, with 
five 40-foot middle pieces; dressing room, 
stables and cook tents were proportionate 
in size. But say: You could vision a 
sure-enough “mile-long parade” by read. 
ing that list of parade wardrobe offered 
for sale; 40 drivers’ uniforms, 148 hiorse- 
breast banners, 15 elephant covers, 23 
mardi gras heads is only an inkling of 
the parade “fixins” that was evidently a 
part of the glittering splendor that 
amazed the millions who lined the streets 
for the 1882 parade of the “Greatest on 
Earth.” The “Miscellaneous” items on 
the “For Sale” list added evidence of 
the enormous amount of stuff that is 
handled daily in the operation of a big 
show.

there were hundreds of special bills pic- 
turing in natural colors the circus, me- 
nagerie and parade attractions of the 
great show. There was a 64-sheet “Con- 
gress of All Nations,” a 60-sheet “Chariot 
Procession,” a 28-sheet “Tableau Car,” a 
21-sheet “Camel Procession,” 18-sheet 
bill of Chang, Chinese Giant, design by 
Harte, and scores upon scores of others, 
which in the aggregate totaled thousands 
of the engraved blocks, and think of it, 
for sale as second-hand circus property 
50 years ago. '

and writes at length about what he calls 
snags in his work. They are questions 
about which every operator would have 
his own opinion, and it will be in the 
great variety of these opinions that there 
is help for the trade as a whole—if there 
were some practical way of collecting all 
the differing opinions. Clouse operates 
Iron Claws, a nickel-play machine well 
known to the trade. 


Snag No. 1—‘When I put an Iron 
Claw in a store the owner tells me that 
the nickels which go into the machine 
are nickels that he would get for some- 
thing else and would not have to divide 
with the operator.”” This shows that the 
operator first of all must be a good 
salesman, and I am not a good salesman. 
Progressive merchants today have a ten- 
dency to get the nickels in any way they 
can be secured, but operators have to 
deal with a majority of merchants who 
are not progressive. 


No. 2.—“They say that 25 per cent of 
the gross is not enough commission, 
since pin games pay 40 and 50 per cent.” 
One merchant suggests that I cheapen 
the merchandise to pay a larger commis- 
sion. But don't you think I would get a 
larger play if I used larger and more 
expensive favors?’ For the permanent 
good of the operating business, it is 
much better to give quality merchandise 
even in the type of machines Clouse is 
using. And 25 per cent is the standard 
commission for all machines where real 
merchandise is vended. If Clouse, or any 
other operator, is in a position to stand 
the grief over a long period, I would 
say stick to the standards and depend 
on winning with quality. The real dan- 
ger is that some other operator may 
overbid on the commission proposition 
and get the location. 


No. 3.—“Another location is of the 
opinion that if one coin-operated ma- 
chine were installed the place would 
soon be an arcade.” This reminds me 
of the attitude the management of one 
of the largest buildings in Chicago has 
taken toward amusement machines. All 
shops and stores in the building are 
strictly forbidden to admit automatic 
games of any kind in order to avoid the 
risk of getting chance machines in the 
building. 


To give Clouse specific answers to 
these problems would require much more 
space than I have available—if I could 
give the answers. For immediate pur- 
poses, the average operator will have to 
meet such objections as these with an- 
swers from the salesman’s bag of tricks. 
In most cases, ready wit will go much 
farther with such locations than reason 
and good sense. In time an operator 
may gradually win the good favor of 
such locations, so that the issues can 
be considered with reason. Back of these 
and many other problems of the oper- 
ator is the fact that the coin-machine 
business is comparatively new and lo- 
cations are not well informed on the 
standards and possibilities of the busi- 
ness. There are a few specific ideas up- 
on which the coin-machine business de- 
pends for its final success, but it will 
require a lot of talking by the operators 
over the country to pass that informa- 
tion along to location owners. The trade 
needs two kinds of literature, one de- 
voted to the information of the operator 
and another to informing the location 
owner. Or a shortcut to the solution 
can be had by the manufacturers quot- 
ing their wholesale prices to recognized 
jobbers and operators only. This is the 
standard that prevails in all other trades. 
Advertising and publicity should largely 
be directed toward informing the loca- 
tion owner about new machines and the 
ways of merchandising amusement and 
vending machines to the public. The 
operator then will assume that perma- 
nent place of what is called the sales- 
man and service man in other lines of 
business. This does not mean that the 
operator must sell his machines to the 
locations; it does mean, however, that
